Law, that he 
ſhould rerurne to his earth, tol\le him truely (contrary 
to the S-rpent and the Woman) that he was a finfull 
man, and therefore mortall : ſo, it ſeemes, theſe remem- 
brancers not onely occationed, but cauled his medita- 
tionof his death. For,though he called his<ldcſt Sonne 
Caine Þ, or Poſjeſſion, yer he called his younger Sonne 
Abel, or Panitic; as bing now exp«rienced and (choo- 
Icd inthat miſery in hife, and mortalinie in dexth,vhich 
was inctCent to him and all tus originally and actually 
lining ſeede ©. 

Inthis Mcditation to omit Ne4b the worlds reſtorer; 
Sem, or Methuſha em, t\'at Prince of peace; Encch,that 
walked with G op, wich the reſt; .4brabam, the Father 
of faithiull men, imitated Adam the Father of men, 
who in his ſuite for Sodome, con'« iced himlclfe to be 
but 4uf# and aſbes%; Tſaack, who after the death of his 
Mother Sar4h, went out to meditate, no doubt, as of 
her death, ſo of his ovwne'© ; Iacob, that in his greateſt 
crofle & humiliztion,rhinkes how his gray head ſhould 
be brought to his grave f; and in the height of his earth» 
Iy ioy and contentation, ſpeakes from the abundance 
of :is hearr,of the few and ewil! dayes of hy Pilgrimages; 
Tofeph,tl;at amongR all his honours in Agypt , thinkes 
and tels Þ of the c:1rying his dead bones into Canaanz 
fo, the reſt had their thoughts mortihed from the 
world, and fixed on their morralitic : which appcares as 
by other proofes, ſo by two demonſtrations in their 
Buildings. in ther Buyings. The firſt being not ſeiled 
houles or gorgeous Pallaces,(like NabuchadneJzars Bas 
bell . Nimrods 1 ower , or Cyrus his Houſe ) but billy 
Tents\,like Shepheards Cotrages,or Boothes ina Faire, 
or Lodges in the Campes: ſuch as the Zwiutzards vie, 
ready cuery inſtant for remouall . The ſecond being 
oncly I:mited in a bury ing place for their dead : for, that 
js the greateſt purchaſe that cuer wee reade any of the 
Patritkes 
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D':"Dicarorte. 
Patriarkes made *, andthe poſlſeſſiens which they moſt 
frequently mention. 

What ſhould 1 mentiontheſe Fathers that liued yn- 
der the Law ; 1:ſhuah the ſonne of Nwn, the Seruant of 
the L o « p;faithfu'l Caleb; Aaron the Lurds high Prieflz 
or Moſes himlelfe , the greateſt of. Legall Prophets, 
who mindetull of his mortalitie, cucn before the Lord 
tolde him (as hee did Exekias) that hee thoald dye,made 
that Prayer, which the Fathers ſay the people of G o » 
vſed daily as a forme of Prayer, pathetically inſerting 
this Perron |, that God would ſo teach them to number 
their dayes,that they might apply their hearts to wiſedome : 
the reſt ſucceeding ſympathizing in the like thoughts? 
Iob wayrting till his ; 0.2mm ſhould come ; Dawid ma- 
king no mere reckoning of himſclfe then of a Pilgrime, 
and (tranger here amengſt men, ſummoning cthers alſo 
to the confideration of their vacertaine condition, and 
ecrtaineend N, 

I might extend the line of this vnlimited praQtiſe 
from the Patriarkesto the Prophers, from the Prophets 
to the Apoſtles, Pasl as oft defires, as hee deliberates 
of ins diſſolution ® : Peter counts his continuance here 
but as an abode in a Tabernacle P. Refleft backe to 
Chriſts Diſciples: hee no ſooner ſpeakes of the death of 
La;arus, but their thoughts worke ypon dying with 
him 4; nay, Carts T himlelfe as ny dans. hee 
ealkes and diſcourleth of his death in the Goſpell,ſo in 
that Transfiguration of his *, the refleQion and [dea of 
his Glorification,to ſtrengthen his Diſciples in their dy- 
ing meditations, hce not onely tels of his owne death 
when he comes from the Mount, but euen in the Mounr 
there appeares tyyo dead men with him, Moſes and Elias, 
And, with the reſt, here old Simeon, the ſubie&t which 
in all obſequious dutie, ſubmiſly I preſent to your Ho- 
nour, as defiring your Honourable patronizing,and de- 
ſeruing your holy praQtiſe, euen when hee had in his 
armesthe Lordof Life,ſceing Canaan with Moſes 5, and 
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t 44.7,56 the Heauens open, with Stew«n*, to receiue his flittin 
u Luke. 16. foule, as Abrahams bolome did LaZarwe %, thinking © 
22, his death and diflolution to his duſt, hee fings that true- 


ly Cygnean and Swan-like ſong recorded w_ 2. 29, 
Which Song I haue diuided into his parts, and accor. 
ding to thoſe talents and parts which Grace and Nature 
hath lent mee,haue deſcanred vpon, by Illuſtration, Ex- 
plication, and Application, to our ſecure, ſenſuall, and 
ſiniull rimes ; wherein I haue revealed to the world, 
what G © Þ hath revealed vnto mce by all meanes vſed, 
ſpeculate, and praQticall, from Reading, Study, Mes» 
ditation, Conference with the Learncd, and Reterence 
of the Labours of approued Authors, both teſtimoni- 
ally and exemplarily, tothe ſacred Cannon of the Or. 
thodoxe Truth; but principally from that young, yet 
true experience, which G op hath taught mee by ob- 
ſerving (as a Phyfitian his Patients ) the ſcuerall carri- 
ages and conditions of dwers men, in their healths,ftck- 
nefles, liucs and deaths, occafioned by thoſe frequent 
vilitations of the licke; which, by reaſon of my place, I 
vied theſe laſt yceres,in 2 great and © wa Pariſh : in 
winch particulars the ſearcher of the heart and reynes,

HE fift and laſt cauſe that maketh vs 

willing to goe to our naturall reſt, with- 
out feare, muttering,or any diſcontent, is the 
chearefulnelle and liuelinelſe of body and 
minde, that v(cth to follow after ſlcepe, both 
to body and minde, being refreſhed thereby 
fo greatly, let the ſame cauſe make vs willing 
to dye, for there is no compariſon betweene 
che comfort andrefreſhing that naturall ſleepe 
worketh,andthat which followeth after death, 
when Chriſt ſhall change our vile bodie, that 
it may be faſhioned like vnto his glorious bo- 
dy, according to the working whereby _ 
able 
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able to ſubdue all things vnto himſelfe, when 
this corruptible hath put on incorruption,and 
this mortall hath put on immorralitie. Ifthar 
ſmall glimpſe which the Diſciples ſaw made 
them wiſh for three Tabernacles, and an cter- 
nall being there, - Afar. 17,4. , O how ſhall 
the whole glory of heauen and heaucns blitle 
rauiſh vs, and make vs glad, thatwee haue at= 
tained to it / O no-luch refreſhing can come 
from our earthly beds and naturall- flcepe 
here, Wherefore with ioy let vs welcomethe 
houre of death, and bleſſe God for it tenne 
thouſand times, following the foot-ſteps of 
worthy Fathers and Saints in the Church, 
whoſe feeling of this point God hath directed 
them to leauc behinde them in their writings, 
O tu vita, quam preparant Dems 18, qui dili= 
ount exm : vita vitalis, vita beats; vita ſecura, 
vita iravquills, &c,Othoulife(ſaith Auguſtine) 
prepared of God, for. them that TJoue him, - 
thoultuing life, thou bleſled life, thou ſecure 
lite, thou quiet life, thou beautifull life, thou 
life that knoweſt no death,thou life thatknow- 
eſt no-ladnetle, chou life withoue blot, with- 
out ſorrow, without care, without corruption, 
without perturbation, without any varietic or 
change . Would God that laying afide this 
burthen of my fleſhy, I might enter into thy 
ioyes, O quam fortanatus ero fi audiners, Oc, 
O how happy ſhall I.be,if I might heare thoſe

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ſweet Songs of thy Citizens,and thoſe honey 
ſweet verſes; but O.more happy it I my ſelfe 
may finde grace and fauourtoling a lang vn» 
to the Lord lelus Chriſt, of the (weer Songs 
of Sion. !

O truely happy they that come out of the 
Sea of the World, to the Hauen of Heauen, 
out of Baniſhment to their owne Country,and 
out of a foulc Priſon toa glorious Palace) O 
Coleftis domus luminoſa, ad te (wſpirat, &rc.

Inter Brachia Sernator:s mer © winere volo, 
mori cupio;In the Armes of my SauiourT wiſh 
to liue, and deſire to dye. Many luch feeling 
ſpecches.I could repeate from the auncient 
militant warriours in this morcalitie whom we 
call Fathers,when they went to the Father of 
Spirits; ſhewing how farrethey were from any 
ynwillingnelle to dic, which if wee make vſc of 
as wee ought, afſuredly they will vvorke in vs 
through the bleſling of God, the ſame cffeR,

RH E feare of death is not one 
$ of the lcalt cemptations to a 
weake Chriſtian : for, Death 
© is not onely fearefnll to a na- 
S\ tural man, whoſe hope is in 

= this world, being in it owne 
nature the 1ſt terrible of all terribles ; as Hea- 
then men haue. tearmed it : for which cauſe 
wicked men are agalt at the apprehenſion of 
it, as appcarcs in the example of B -liazar, of 
Hamon, and others being as vnwilling to dye 
as the Beare vnto the Stake, and the Swine vn» 
to the Shambles : but cucn the godly them- 
ſelues haue ſome combats andconflids in this 
D 2 kinde, 
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Linde, as had our Saujour Chrift himſelfe;E- 
zekias, and Dania, &c, by realon that Nature 
abhorres her owne aboliſhion, and feares the 
difſolution of the ſfoulc and body, which are 
naturally as vowilling to be ſeucred and((un- 
dered as two friends, that haue beene borne, 
and bred, and brought vp together, are loath 
to depart, ahd to take their long lepue cyther 
of other : therefore to make that ealie and 
facile vntathee, which of it (clfe is harſh and 
difficult, that thou maiſt ſubmit thy ſelfe wil- 
lingly to that which all fleſh haue vndergone 
and muſt vndergoe of neceſſitic. Arme Grace 
againſt Nature,and the Spirit againſt the Fleſh, 
with theſe comfortable conſiderations, 

x Conlider that by corporall death, God 
onely cals againe for that ſoule which at'the 
firſt hee created and infuſed into the body, to 
informeand animateit, andthat this Soule of 
thine flits not out of her terreſtriall tabernacle 
by chance or hap-hazard, or caſualtic, orfor- 
tune, or by the ClimaReericall yeere, the reuo- 
lution of ſcauens and nines, or by the polition 
of the Heauens, or courſe of the Starres, or

And therefore as there is no danger in hand- 
ling an Adder or Viper, or any other Serpent, 
when her ſting is taken away, (o there is no 
perillin Death, ſince Sinne, whith is che ſting 
of Death, is to thee, not imputed, but in the 
mercies of God, pardoned, and in the merits 

of Chriſt covered, 1 {or 15. Rom.$.1. 
3 Remember, that God is the ſame God 
vnto thee in thy death, chat hee was in lifes 
ood, gracious, propitious, mercifull, and 
mindefull of thee in thy laſt and greateſt exi- 
gent. Enoch found it ſo, who walking vvith

Therefore it-was [obs dying coms 
fort, that his Redcemer lived, whom as hee 
delired, ſo hee hoped to (ce with the eyes of 
his body, as he had beheld him, with the reſt 
of the Patriarkes, with the cyes of Faith, Job 
19. 25. This conlideration made him confi» 
dent in the mid[t of his combats,that :hough 
the Lord ſhould kill him, yet bee would truſt in 
him, lob 13. This made prophecying Jacob, 
ioyfull in his laſt farewell out ok-the few and 
euill expired dayes of his Pilgrimage, in the 
inioying that Shuo,the bleiſed Meſlias, and his 
ſaluation, which fo long hee had waited for, 
Gen, 49. 18. 33. This made old Simeon fo 
comfortably caroll out ;his Swarrlike ſong 
a litcle betore his death : euery particular of 
vvhich dittie expreſleth his delight to dye, 
and his deſire to depart , when hee had the 
worlds Sauiour in his armes, and his Spirit in 
his heart, Luke 2.

Spirit which they haue felt. Such an extaſlic 
was Pax! in, when rapt vp into the third hea- 
uens, hee heard Verba ineffabilia,words not to 
bevttered,himſelfe tranſpoſed from himſelfe; 
whether in the body, or without the body 
hce wiſt not: hee was more then in an ordi- 
nary rauiſhment, in his ſure Sanctuary that he 
had againſt Principalities and Powers, life 
and death, &c. built vpon the ſure anchor and 
Corner-ſtone of Gods loue to him in Chriſt; 
ſoin his annihilating and vilifying all things, 
as Phariſaicall learning, birth, knowledge, 
riches, and the like, as drofſe and dongue in 
reſpe& of the excellent knowledge of Chriſt 
Tz5svs,and him crucified: ſo when hee was 
ready not onely to goe to Teruſalem to bee 

but to dyefor Chriſt : ſo in his expe- 
Qation and aſſurance of that Crowne vvhich 
Chriſt, that righteous Indge, would beſtow 
ypon him, hauing fought a good fight, and 
finiſhed the Faith, his affections were infla- 
xs gr bt med, 
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med, his Spirit wondroully reioyced, his heare 
ouer-ioyed, and his deſires tranſcendent. The 
like Iubilies haue many of Gods Children 
kept with their God, in ſuch extalics of ioy, 
as haue ſhewed them(clues ( like the Sunne- 
beames through a cloud)through the yaile of 
the fleſh, cuen in outward alterations, and 
$ympromies, 

Some in their Meditations, having their 
thoughts (o ſequeſtrated, and their ſpirit ſo 
abſtracted from all carthly things, that their 
corporall ſenſes haue not perceiued outward 
obiets :no, not ſo much as the ſound of Rels 
nearc ringing. 

Others hauc forgot their repalt and feeding, 
the loue of Chriſt being better then wine,and 
the taſte of the Spirit lweeter then honey, and 
the honey-combe ; ſuch things the Papiſts 
write of their e Aquinas, Rrmauenture, Katheran 
of Sienna, &c., and other their Monkes, Fris 
ars, Virgins, veltall Votarics; but Swruwa is vn- 
ſurein his reports, Lippomanxs his lips are not 
freed from lies , and HIfarrulmu makes and 
marres many Fablcs, It is more likely vyhat 
is writ of eFugoſtine and Bernard in their Sov 
liloquies in this kinde. 

Others have expreſſed their inward rap- 
tures, in their very countenances, as CIloſes 
and Stewen, whoſe faces lo ſhined, when the 
one had beenc on the Mount with God, the 
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other Jiſputing for God,thatthey ſeemed like 
the faces of Angels, 44: 6.15. ey 
Others haue beene ſo car: yed away in ſuch 
glimpſes of glory as the Lord hath ſhewed 
them; they hauc beene fo incbriated and (pi- 
ritually drunke with the wine of the Spirit, 
that chey haue not knowne what they haue 
ſaid, as Peter in Chriſts Transfiguration, 
Mat.r2, - | 
Others haue neuer beene ſatisfied vvith 
commerſe with God, in fpeaking with God, 
and ſpeaking to God, by reading the Word 
and Prayer : ſome reading ouer the Bible 
foureteenetimes in aycere,as Alphonſizothers 
as conſtantly as Cyprian read 7ertiulltar,' or 
eAMexander, Homer : others trauelling in their 
-iourneyes, as Phillips Eunuch,. 44% $,Others 
at their Tables,as Juely as their meate: others 
praying three times a day, with Danie/zehriee 
with Pau; frequently, yea at midnight, with 
Danidand Si/as; (o long,ſo oft,till their knees 
were growne as hard as the carth they knee- 
-led on, as [erome inthe Deſart : others ſeauen 
houres together, (yet obſcruing none canoni-» 
cally)as Father Latimer :{o haue they chawed 
their chud on that hidden Manna which God 
gaucthem, hauing ſtill a godly drophie, (like 
the' Worldlings golden drophie) vnſtanched. 
' Others have fallen into bodily dead ſownes 
by their hcaucnly viſions, and rauiſhments -

716. 17. when groucling on the ground , hee 
lay as dead 3 (o Ezekiel by the Riucr Kebar, 
with many moe.

in feaſts and frolickes, in ſports and paſtirges, 
in dallyances and drinkings,in gurmundizing 
and gluttony z they neyther care for worldly 
play, as Carding or Dicing , &c. nor to ſee 
layes , the Baudes of looſe luſt : therefore 
they maruel| how they liue [ince they arenc» 
uer merry. Hence the Lords owne. Simiews, 
cious and godly men, ſuch as haueſet theig 
aces to Sion, framed aright their life, and fit- 
red for death, are cenſured and derided, as da- 
ſtards and dotards,as lilly and (ſimple,as Mon» 
kiſh, Monaſticall, Sroicall, and vnciuill meng 
nay, as fantaſtiques and fooles : hence comes 
the helliſh Proverb, Gods folowerr, Gods fooler, 
that, Grd: Sheepe, Gods Geeſe, Gods Ganders, 
and (uch like Blaſphemics: but alas poore de- 
luded Soules, they muſt know that as our Sa- 
uiour Chriſt had meate to cate vvhich the

his birth at Bethlem, howſocuer hee had the 
hearts and admirations of ſvume few, ſome 
handfuls; as of efnna, Simeon, Z achary, Eli 
zabeth, &c. As allo after, of his Diſciples, 
of Nathaniel, Nicodemis, Ieſeph, Vary, Mar- 
the, Lazar, ome healed Patients, conuert 
ſinners, penitent Publicanes, and ſuch- like; 
yet the grolleſt andthe greateſt pmre, deſpiſed 
and difpited him, Looke vpon him from the 
wombe to the carth, from the Cradle to the 
Croſle,from the Crolle to the Graue, and you 
ſhall ſee him till croſſed by curſed inftru- 


mentsz 
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merits: fo looke on him from Bethlem to Xe 
gypt, from Zgypt to Nazareth, from Naza- 
reth ro Capernaum, from Capernaum to Ie- 
rulalem, from Ierufalem to Golgotha z yes 
ſhall ſce him toſt from place to place, from 
polt to pillar : Herod, the Diuell, the Iewes, 
the People, the Scribes, the Phariſes , the 
Lawyers.the Herodians, the Gentiles, the Ro- 
manes, the Souldiets; Dogs, gnd Foxes, and 
Diuels; /»das, and Plate, and Herod; Earth, 
and Hell, all oppoſed madly and maliciouſly 
even againſt the Lurds Annoynted;whoſerage 
from the firſt huuce of his birth, till the laſt 
of his death, could not be quenched withoue 
his bloud; Hee came vwto his owne, but his owns

We ſurely are inthe (ame predicament,ifnot Applica- 
worſe, Compare vs with the Patriarkes and we *©9%- 


come as ſhort of their faith inChriſt, obedience 
and ſandificatien, as they of our knowledge 
and illamination;we come nearer vntothe in- 
fidelitie of prophanc Eſas, flowting 1/macl, 
wicked Cham,curſed Canaan, and their ſeede, 
then wee doe to the Faith of «4bruham, 1ſaack_ 
and [acob, cc, to Noah: Obedience, and the 
holy liues of thereſt, For the Tewes: wherein

longer, then God may be glorified of them, 
in them, and by them. But compare them eo 
the multitudes that (warme in euery corner, 
of Court, Countries, and Citics, of all ſexes 
and ſores, (like Egyptian Locults and Gralle- 
hoppers) that liue onely to themſclues, and 
for themſelucs,that limit themſelues inthem- 
ſelues, in effecting their owne proud, couc- 
tous, vaine, ambitions, ſiniſter ends, and care 
nall defires, without any reference orrelation 
to Gods glory, or the good of others ? and 
they are very few : one of a Citie,, and two of 
a Tribe, er.

In the Sonnes of Le«;,how many there be Bs 


that liue of the Altar and ſerue notat the Al- 
tar ?that ſcumme away the fat, but pollute the 
the Sacrifice, like Elze's Sonnes ? that leeke 
ſu4, non (nor, their owne gaines, not the peo» 
ples guod ? 25 e paſcunt, non owe:; that feede 
themſelucs of the flocke, bur not the flocke, 
ouer which the holy Ghoſt hath made them 
Quersſcers ? that ſeeke for nothing ( as vvas 
once truely (aid of the ancient Abbots, Monkes

that their. (trangers within their gates, vvith 
them might enter in at the Gates of Sion ? 

Cniu contrarium veruw 
eſt, the cleane contrary (or at leaſt contradi- 
Qorie) is verified in moſt, Let experience 
ſpeake: looke into their houſes, into their re» 
giment, into their carriage and diſportment;

and fo all others, lt their ſoules ſpeake. Who

owne humours, content themſelucs, delight 
the fleſh, and damne the (oule? living tocate, 
eating to liue the life of ſinnezdoing as much 
good to others, as the Moath to the garment, 
the Caterpiller to the fruit,the Cantharides to 
the. Oyntment, ſpoyling and infeRing (like 
plaguy people ) vvhom thy live amongſt. 


Therefore theſe and all theſe, as they are vn- Tere in- 


profitable burthens to the earth,they ſhall be 
fwept away from the carth like Jabin and Sto 
ſera, and the Sodomites, cucn into hell, P/al. 
9.17, As they glorificnot God, which was the 
end of their Creation and Redemption(which 
thy forget) ſo God will neuer glorific them, 
Therefore-let vs all, both agen, with Simeon, 
and women, with L:dsa, Dore and Deborah, 
&c. doe good here in life, that wee may re- 
cciue good in and after death : liue, and de» 
lire to live onely to God, and for God here, 
that vvee may live vvith God for cuer here« 
after, 
Fourthly, and laſtly, here wee are to take

From whence note, that a good Chriſtian 
is willing to dye: wee may [ce this, as in S- 
meon,(o in Pani, Phil. 1.23, who delired to 
be diſfolued, and tobewithCmar1s T. The 
like might be inſtanced in the death of Afo- 
ſer, who at Gods command, went as volunta- 
rily vp tothe Mount to dye, and to be facri- 
ficed himſelfe, as «Abraham went to ſacrifice 
his Sonne. So, if wee conſider the death of 
the Patriarkes, of Abraham himſelfe, of /acob, 
of David, &c, that dyed naturally : as alſo of

Eightly,they haue kept a good Conſcience 
with God and man, like Paw/, e4tt:; 24. And 
therefore they feare not iudgement,no more 
then a truc man feares ro looke the Iudge in 
the face. 

Ninchly,wherein they haue offended God, 
they haue their ſianes remitted, and therefore 
feare not to hold vp their hand at the barre, 
ſince they are quir before by Proclamation 
of all the promiſes inthe Goſpcll, and haue the 
Kings Pardon fealed them in the Sacraments. 

Tenthly, they hauc oft in life invred them- 
ſclues to thinke, ſpeake, record and meditate 
of death, euen as did Chriſt their head,and his 
Servants, Jacob, MHeſes, and Pani, as appeares 
in the Word, and therefore Deaths dart force 
ſeenc, wounds them letle, being fore-warned 
of it, they are fore-armed for it.

So the Apoſtle Pawl in the 2. of Cor, c<, 7, 
ver, 11. with other ſuch places;as namely,de- 
lighting in the Word, mecknetle, mourning 
for linne, hunger after rightcouſnelle, &c, 
Care to pleaſe God, Feare, Zrale, Indignation 
againſt (inne, nor letting Mony to Vſury, and 
the like : yet (ure there is no greater cuidence 
of an honeſt and holy heart,then ſo towalke 
vprightly with God in life, as alwayes to be 
willing co imbrace the ſtriAelt Summons 
of death; to be as ready to d-part out of this 


world, as che Iſraclitcs were to depart out of 


£gypt. 

Againe, it is moſt vſually a note of a ſoule 
eythcr alrogetherſoyled in corruption,or in- 
dued witha ſmaller meaſure of SanRtification, 
to be violently poſſeſſed with a continuated 
feare of death : and therefore in this particu- 
lar finde our thy felfe, and trye in what caſe 
thou (tandel?; for, the more ynwilling thou 
art todye, commonly the more Nature rules 
in thee, the more earthly, flcſhly, and czrnall 
thou art : che more willing, commonly the 

; | more 
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gore Grace raignes, the more thou art holy, 
heauenly,and (pirituall:in which caſe you ſhall 
obſcrue, that the delire ro liue or not to liuc, 
to dye and not todye, hath oftentimes cbbed 
and fluwed,accordingto the mealure of grace 
or corruption, of [iane or ot lanRtfication, 
Euery man may hnde this in his owne heart 
viſually, vponthe ſcarch, 

Hence it was, that our Sauiour Chriſt ha+ 
ving the greateſt meaſure of grace, was molt 
willing to dyc,awongl(t all theſonnes of mor- 
rall men, as appearcs in the Goſpell, by his 
often ſpeaking of his death, as deliring it, Hat, 
19.38 $016.24. 17.22.23. by his haſt- 
ning /«»da the ator in it, /obn 13, in calling 
Peter Suthan, that diſlwaded him from it, 
CAMn13.23, yea, in accounting it his Bape 
tiſne, L«ke 20. 50. yea, his mcate that he was 
to cate, /obn 4 32, yea, his cxaltation,ver,2 83. 
yea, & thing that hce deſired, L«ke 22, And 
when hee came to aQt the bitter partin this 
dying Tragedy, how voluntarily diqhe ſend 
out his ſoulc ? Hee gave vp the Gheft faith the 
Evangeliſt: the ſpirit was not taken from him, 
(for no power could doe that ) bur hee gaue 
vp his Spirit into the hands of Go Þ his 
Father 3 £591f1, now. awniſit Spuriturn, hee (ent 
out his Spirit (as Noah ſent the Dove out of 
the Arke ) willingly, it was not taken from 
him compulſozily, Now, that which holds in 
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the Head, Chriſt, in ſome proportion holdy 
in the Saints, bis Members, who are confor- 
med into the ſimilitude both of his life and 
death; the nearer they come vnto Chriſt, by 
the vnion of Fairh,the more they participate 
of the Spirit of Chriſt in life ; the more wil- 
ling they are to goe to Chriſt, and to hauc « 
further communion with him, in and after 
death, be, 

Note 3, It is not ſowith the wicked, for the further 
they runne from God in life,the leſle ioy they 
haue to be fetche before him by death; the 
Jeile grace; the more griefe to dye;the more 
vile, (enſuall,and (infull their dayes, the more 
they deſire to prolong them, being as vnwil- 
ling to dye, as the Bcare ta the ſtake, orthe 
Bull co the ring.

Thirdly,it pluckes them from their profits, 
it takes Naba! from his Sheepez efbab from 
his vſurped Vineyard, and Midas from his 
Gold , which worldlings are as vvilling to 
lcaue, as the doggethe Fleſh-por, as the hun- 
gry Kite the ſauory carrion : to live in the 
earth alwayes; it is their defire, as much asthe 
water is delired of the fiſh,and the Ayre ofthe 
Bird, and the carth of the Moale: they are as 
content to build tabernacles here,as Peter was 
vpon the Mount, Afar, 17. but to goe into 
the carth, that is, dar /ermo, a harſh vvord;

Fiftly, Death takes them away from their 
plealing companions,which they are as loath 
to part fro, as Elbe was to leave Elias, as 
Rath tolcaue Naomi, but moſt vnwilling to 
exchange them for the company of Duucle 
and Hell-hounds, 

Sixtly, they arc vnhtted and vnprepared 
for Death : they have not made their accounts 
traight; they have not Oyle in their Lampes; 
they haue abuſed their Talents of gifts exter- 
nall andinternall, and therefore they quaketa 
be brought by Death to render an account of 
their Secwardſhip, with the wicked Steward z 
to meete the Bridegrome, with the fooliſh 
Virgins:to becalled in coram_ before their great 
Maſter, with the wicked Seruant that ſmote his 
felloweſcruants, and with the other vnprofita- 
ble Seruant, 

Seauenthly, they haue no hope in death, 
Except & vaine and wanne hope;luch as periſh- 
eth like thevntimely fruit of a woman. Death 
(like ALehay toeHheb) never prophelicth 

any goud to a wicked man, and therefore he 


is as vnwilling to dyc, as a Theefc and Malc- 
fator 
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faFor to be brought before the Iudge ; 'as a 
bad debtor before his creditor; as a Swine to 
the laughter; for, as the Swine by a naturall 
inſtin&, knowes that hee is good for nothing 
bur the Shambles;ſo, the wicked, by the rage 
of his owne conlcience, which is like the flaſh 
before hell firez and by an Hiſtoricall Faith, 
whereby hce belecues there is a hell, and cuer- 


couctous, impenitent, vabclecuers, and all Reneb>1.8, 
other workers of iniquitie; hee knowes that w 
hee is good for nothing butto be burned,and 7age 4.13. 
to be ſtubble and fucll for that flame. And Awag.23. 
therefore as the Swine ſhewes his diſlike of 
the Shambles and his ſlaughterer, by whining 
and crying and repining; ſo the hoggiſh, Epi- Zpiceri de 
curiſh, carnall man, ſhewes his diſcontent and £7*3e por» 
diſobedience vnto God, and to his ſummons 
by death, by muttering, murmuring, barking 
' again(t heauen, and blaſpheming. 
if wee apply chis poynt by vſc vnto our 
times,wee ſhall finde infinite millions and mul- 
ticudes of carnall and wicked men, ſwarming 
like che Mgyptian Locuſts and Graſhoppers 
amonglt vs, for alas, how many are thcre, 
which beare vp their heads high, and fee vp 
their crelts, exalt their hornes, and prancke 
vp their Peacockes plumes, lifring vp them- 
{clues aboue others in the pride of their harts? 
<a boaſting 
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boaſting like Braggadochies , of their birth, 
valour, learning, wit , wealth, parts, and 
proweſle; ſhewing much drunken, and ſwag. 
gering, and irefull, and reuengefull vaJour, 
in their baſe and bruitiſh paſſions: and yet the 
ſame at the imagination and apprehenſion of 
death, ſhew themſclucs as arrand cowards, as 
the Arcadians Clineas or Dawertas; altogether 
daunted and diſmayed like Gorgon at thelighe 
of Hedyuſaer head : they quiuer and quake 
like an Aſper-leafe, ſhake and tremble like the 
Aguiſh ſicke man :at the thought of it their 
heart trembles, their bloud is conicaled, and 
like Ba/razaer in thelikecaſe,their countenance 
is changed, and their knees [mite together 
the ſound of death to them is the moſt harſh 
of all ſounds, and puts them ſometimes in a 
deadly ſownezthe noiſe of the roaring Canon 
it not ſo fearefull tothe fainting Souldier,nor 
the Lightning and Thunder was fo terrible 
to Nero, asthe ſummons of death to ſuch ng» 
turall men, whether by the Harbenger there- 
of, Sickeneſle, or from the condemning voice 
ofa Tudge, or by ſuch meancs, for theſe rea» 
ſons before mentioned, What doth this argue, 
bue a guiltie conſcience,a (ecure ſoule, a hard- 
ned heart, a carnall minde, and a waine mea- 
ſure of infidelitic,incredulitie,and want of faith, 
in the remiſſion of ſinnes, the refyrreRion of 
the body, the immortalitic of the _ 
| | 2oPpe 
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hope of a better life: which conſiderations, as 
they haue moued the ancient and moderne 
Mattyres, [gnatizs, Policarpm, Lawrence, C'5- 
prian,and others in our precedent age, French, 
Germaine, and Engliſh, to ſubie& themlelues 
to the mouthes of Lions, flames of fire, and 
all other tortures and torments, which Made 
nelſe and Malice could invent, &c. So thedif- 
fidence of thefe, the want of the perſwalion of 
Gods love, and expeRation of wrath and ven- 
geance after this mortalitic,nakes wicked men 
entertaine Death as efbab did Elas, cuen as 
their greateſt enemie, as their Taylor, their 
Sericant, their Butcherer, their Exccutioner,as 
the curber of their delights, and procurer of 
their curſe, Yet that I be not miſtaken, I doe 
not here condemne all feare of death, and 
make it ſuch an cfſentiall note of Gods childe, 
as though cuery one that feared God didnot 
at any time, or in any reſpe&s, feare to dyes 
or that wicked men might not ſometimes,and 
vpon ſome ſcruile reſpeRts, with ſome ſhew 
of alacritic vndergoe death : for, Firſt, I 
know that there is in all men a naturall deſire 
to liue, which cauſed £zekrias to mourne when 
hee was todye, Eſ#y 38.10, And Darid to 
pray that his ſoule might liue, P/al. 6.4. and 
ſal. 119. As alſo our Sauiour Chriſt todelire 
the Pallage of the cuppe from him, Lake'22, 
There being a naturall deſire in the beſt of 
Gods 
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Gods Saints to liuc, Nature fearing her diffo- 
lucion, and the body and (ſoule being as loath 
to part as two fricnds that a long time haue 
lived and loued rogether. Secondly, belides, 
I know Gods Children may be dclirous to 
live, as to glorifie God more : lo, for ſome 
other good ends propounded, as for the bet- 
ter (erting their eſtates tv their ſucceſhue ſeed? 
for the eſtabliſhing their houſes, for to dif- 
poſe of their Children in ſome religious cuur- 
fes : which wasthe cauſe that <= &:as delired 
to live, ſay Interpreters becaule when the 
Prophet brought this mctTage of death to 
him, hee was without ifTue, and lefr none to 
fuccede him in his Kingdome, as Gods pro- 
miſe was to his Father Dama, x King. 8 15. 3. 
Thirdly, a godly man is ſometimes in diltreſle 
and perplexitic of minde, as David was vvhen 
hee made the l(ixt P/alme. at which time hee 
is vnwilling to depart, till Go Þ ſhine vpon 
him againe with his fauour, Fourthly, a 
godly man may pray ſometimes againſt ſome 
kinde of death; as our Sauiour Chrift did, 
praying not ſimply againſt death, but againſt 
that curſed death of the Crofle, fearing nor 
geath, but the curſe of the Law that went with 
death. Fiftly, I know that euen naturall men 
have made light account of death, ſuch as the 
Decians and the Fabritians, Caurtizy and Coe 
a&r«,with others amongſt the Romances, and 
Athenians, 
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Athenians, that expoſed and ſpent their lives 
for the good of their Country, I kaow cuen 
of obſtinate Heretiques , ſuch as the Gwo- 
fliquer, and the Circumcelzons : more lately 
CHMichael Sernetus, many moderne Papilts; 
yea, the late Arrian burnt in Smithheld, haue 
ſome of them vndergone dearth more willing- 
ly and chearefully then thoſe that haue had 
in them farre more grace and ſanQification: 


but ſome of theſe have imbraced death ſo Wicked 
welcomly, out of a morall delire of doing 72 may 
good to their Country, or out of vaineglory, | 
to be ſpoken of, like thoſe Heathen; or out { 
of obſtinacie,or deſperate madnelle, or per» (peas. 


uerſeneſle againſt the truth, or Diabolicall de» 
lulions, or erronious conceits, or Athciſme, 
or opinion of merit,or chiefely pride of heart, 
to be magnified and famouſed of their fauou- 
rites, or ſome other linifter ends, not for Gods 
glory,or hope of any better condition after 
this life, as theſe Heretiques, So that my con- 
cluſion ſtill holds , notwithſtanding theſe 
doubers and ſcruples, that Grace kilſeth Gods 
rod, though in the hand of Death, Nature 
barkcs and bites at the hand that holds the 
rod : Gods Sheepe going quietly to their 
graucs, like Lambes tu be ſacrificed; carnall 
men gruntling and complaining like Swine to 


be bucchered. 


Thirdly,lince that Grace is willing, Nature Ve . 


vnwilling, 
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Me-nes to 
make vs 
dye wil- 
lingly. 
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vnwilling to her diſſolution, all are to be ex- 
horted to vie the meancs co helpe forward 
chcir ſpirituall part, to be more willing to curbe 
their carnall part, in it nilling. The meancs 
are two: firlt, priuatiue, for the remouall of 
the impediments which Iye in the way 2 ſe- 
condly, politiue, in incouraging vs tv enter 
the way of all fleſh. What the cauſes are that 
cauſe the carnall man to (ing Loath to deparr, 
you haue heard; as namely, the lofle of his 
pleaſures, profits, preferments, promotions 
here, with .the likes in all which things wee 
mult looke to our hearts, and be watchfull 
Centurions ouer our aff: ions, leaſt they be 
carryed with too violenta courſe and torrent, 
in the proſecution and purſuite of thele terre- 

ſtriall and carthly things z wee muſt not be 

mad vpon the world as worldlings are: let vs 

not place our aftcions on things below, but 

on things abouc, where CH& 1 $ T (its at the 

right hand of Go : let vs vie this World 

as though wee vſed it not; as wee vic Phy- 

ſlicke and wines, modice, wedice, with modera» 

tion and mortification, as a Student victh re 

creations, for nececſlitic,not vanitic : let vs nut 

fall downe and worſhip the Diucll, though 

hee would giue vs it all: let vs not bowe the 
knee to Bae/, nor adorethe golden Calfe, nor 
ſell our ſoules for the traſh and the dongue, 
the * white and redduſt of it, as ud did; let 
vs 
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vs touch riches tenderly, with our hands, not 
with our hearts, as wee doe Thornes, becauſe 
they arc Thornes: let vs not love va'tic ples- 
ſures, Jealt after cheir B:eiſh honie wee feele 
cheir Waſpiln [tings when theſe charmers 
charme to dclude vs, let vs be as wile as Ser- 
pents, ſtopping both our cares (as ſhee doth) 
with the taile and the earth; remembrance of 
our ends (of which che taile isan embleame) 
and of our carth, whicher wee ſhortly mult. 
Thus muſt wee firſt Jcarne to praftiſe this 
hardeit point of Chriſtianitie,in dying tothe 
world, cre ever wee can be willing out of faith 
and feeling to dye out of the world: for alas, 
what cauſcth men that they haue aslittle heart 
to goe into their Mother-carch, as the Moale 
hath to come out of the earth;but onely that 
they loue the carth too well ? being delirous 
euerto live vpon the carth, but neuer to lye 
in the carth. Why liſt not worldlings returne 
to their duſt, bur onely that ( as truc children 
of the old Serpent) the curſe of the Serpent 
is vpon them tolicxe the duſt, minding earth» 
ly things here, their end being damnation 
hereafter, Phul.3.17. | | 
Secondly,when this is perforined, in brea- 
king off thy deſires from the world, which is 
Terminus 4 quo, the place which thou leauelt, 
then fixethy eye vpon another world, Terms« 
ms ad quam, the place whither thou goelt. 
F Looke 
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Looke not too much at the griſly face of 
Dcath, which will agaſt thee; but at the end 
of it, vhere thou ſhaltſee as many comforts as 
Eliſhaes Seruant ſaw, to encourage thee, Euen 
as hee that is to palſe over ſome great and 
deepe Riuer, mult not lJooke downe-ward to 
the'water, but muſt caſt his cye eo the bancke 
on the further {ide : ſo looke over the waues 
of death, and fixe the eye of thy faith vpon 
cternall life.

which is alone ſuſticient to {tay the rage of 
thy affeions in the ordinary feare of death : 
for, who feares bleſſings, lince even profane 
Eſan ſacs for a blefſing, and even the very 
Heathens ſo much delired that bletTedneſle 
which'their Philoſophers, of all ſorts, ſo much 
diſpured, but neuer lo ſoundly determined as 
God doth here ? 

Secondly,the ſame Spirit cals it, 4 reſting 
from thy labour, Now euen the Oxe, Horſe, 
and Alc, delire reſting from labour, to be

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vntyed from their taskes, vnloden from their 
Burchens all the creatures and the Elements, 
which groance vnder vanitie, delire cellation 
from motion : every thing aymes at his quies 
and reſt,and doſt not thou ? Now death, I pray 
thee whar is it, but a buſter of bonds3 a deſtru« 
ction of toyle; an arriving at the Haven; 4 
Iourney finiſhed; thy corſammetamn eft; thy 
g4e114 eft; thy laying away of an heauy bur- 
thenzeuen lin it ſelfe,which(as Eraſmrm wittily) 
is heawer then Gold, Siluer, Lead, and Iron, 
in that the weight of it weighed and prefled 
downe the Angels ob light intothe pit of hell, 
and payned Chriſt our Saviour our ſublliture, 
on the Crotle ? What I fay, is this death, but 
the ſhaking off of gyues, and an end of ba- 
niſhment, a period of griefe, an eſcape of dan- 
gers, a deltroyer of all eui!s ; Natures duc, 
Countryes ioy, Heauens blitſe, Woes Hauenz 
the Key to ope the dore to Chriſtians, as it 
didtoCH&kIsST, Luke 24 26 of blefſednes, 
reſt, and immorralitic; dignifying, nay almoſt 


Deifying whom God hath cleRed, and called Nil beniin 
in grace, and called to the praue ? this is the 7ite,n/mee 
right partition of it into his parts and paſſages b in morte, 


as Antiquitic hath chriſtned 1t, and our age 
hath called it, and the godly haue found «: 
Oh then , why ſhouldeſt thou boggle at it, 
lince there is as little hurtin death to the good, 
as there is little good in life to the bad, es we

alter ? 

Thirdly,let this cogitation animate thee to 
ſing Seen: Song, in being at leaſt willing, if 
not deſirous to depait, becauſe God takes thy 
part in thy departing, if thou beeſt his: thou 
ha(t as the Promiſe, ſo the Performance of 
his comfortable preſence. It hath beene the 
Lords conſtant and continuated cultome to 
be with his Children, like a friend at neede,in 
their diſtrefſe, whole cxigents and extremities 
haue beene his opportunities. T hus hee was 
preſent with Noah. in the Floud, Gen, 7. with 
Lot, in Sodomes flames, Gev, 19, with Jacob, 
in his flight from E/as, Ger. 3. with Joſeph, 
in Dodons pit, and Patiphars prifon ; veith 
CAoſer, when hee went ro Pharaoh, when he 
was with Pharaoh, and (led from ©Pharach : 
with 1/rael, in the Red Sca, Exod, 14. vvith 
Daxid,in Saxls purluite, 1 Sans, 19.with Eliab, 
inthe Dcſart, 1 Kings 19. with Ehſpa,vvhen 
the Syria: came againſt him, 2 X5gs 6, with 
Hezekiab, in his ſicke-bed, Eſay 38, withthe 
three Children, in the fire, Da», g, with De- 
niel, in the denne of Lyons, Das, 6. with le. 
ſeph and Iaryand the wile Afags, lying from 
Herod, Mat. 2, with Chriſt, in his comber 
with Sathan, CIſar.g. and hee will be vvith 
chee inthy laſt conflit and tryall : for, this is 
his Promiſe, which he keepes more inuiolably

Now God will manifeſt his preſence with 
thee theſe three wayes, eyther in moderating 
or mitigating thy paines, as the words of that 
Propheticall promiſe doe import, making 
death no more dolorous to thee, then many 
ordinary croſſes and afflitions which haue 
befallenthce inlife,as ſome of the Saints haue 
tryed it, 

Or, by the inward andineffable comfort of 
the Spirit, which occafioned Pas! toreioyce 
in tribulation, lince even then, the loue of God 
was ſhed abroad in his heart -by the holy 
Gholt, Rem,5.35. yea, cuen in his grieuous 
lickenelle, it ſeemes when hee had receiued 
the ſcntence of death, as the ſuffrings of Chriſt 
did abound in him, fo his conſolations did 
abound through Chriſt, 2 Cor. x. 5, God is 
the chicfe Phylitian, and chiefe vilitor, when 
eny of his Patients are afflied,in his owne 
perſun miniſtring vnto them, ſtaying them 
with flagons, & comforting them with applesz 
vvith his right hand holding vp their heads, 
and vvich his left imbracing them.

Thirdly,he fendsa viRtorious Holt,a guard

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of Angels to' be keep: rs, and Nurſes vnto his 
Servants, to hold them vp, and beare them in 
their armes, as Nurſes doe young Children :

All theſe 
comforts with many moe, going along vvith 
thre, like the Cloud and the fiery Pillar with 
thelſraclires, ſhould cauſe thee to march va- 
liantly,cuen through the Pikes f dearh,tothy 
appoinred Poſlclion, And fo wee palle in 
this paſſage of Ser, tothe third Point.

ſing : by permitting 1 ſay, not by prouoking, 
For, though God offerthe linner obies (to 
vie eAnguftme and Bellarmines Similitudes ) 
and leaues a man to himſelfe, yer heeinclines 
not his will to cuill, and therefore is not the 
cauſe of cuill, no more then the Shepheard 
by ſetting hay or gratle before the Sheepe is 
the cauſe of the Sheepes feeding : or the 
Huntfman by ſhewing the Grey-hound the 
Hare or Decre, is the cauſe of his running, 
bur onely the diſpoſitions and inclinations of 
both to runne, and to feede. 

Secondly,by ordering and diſpoſing (in: for 
thisis the propertic of the divine vviſedome,

For the Time : if death come in the mor- Every 
ning, or mid-day, in the cucning, or Cocke- y 
crow of life: in the Infancie, orchilde-hood, ,.q þy 
or nonage, or youth, or adoleſcencic, or per- God, 


fe age, or decaying,declining,or decrepit old 
age of our yeeres: if it crop vs inthe ſprout, 
or the Spring, or the Summer, or the Au- 
tumne, or the Winter of our time, God that 
is Patmoni, a ſecret numberer, hath numbered 
our dayes and meaſured our time : for the 
Lok DÞ makes our daycs as it were an hand- 
breadth, P/al. 39.5. eclipling our lifes light 
as it plcaſeth him, in the Sunne-riling, or in 
the meridian of our dayes, as hee did yvith 
good /efias, the vertuous Prince Edward the 6. 
that worthy ſpirit Picus wirendala,our Engliſh 
Tofias, Prince Kenry with divers others,Againe, 
lomctimes hee addes ynto our dayes, as = 
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did fifteene yeeres to the raigne of Ezrhizs,

For the Place, whether we dye inthe fields 
with Sal and Jonathan; or in our beds, vvith 
old Iacob, Gen, 49, 33. or on our beds, vvith 
Siferaand 1obeſpeth,2 Sam 4,s.crinthe wars, 
with the Amorites and Amalckires: or in time 
of peace, as did Se/om»,or by land,or by ſeg, 
as did the Zgyptians, God hath appoynted 
that place for vs to lay downe our bodyes in, 
and no other, euen as hee appointed a dying 
place for 2-ſes in the land of Moab, Dent. 
34 I 5. 

So for the Manner of death,whether ir be 
naturall, when wee fall from the Tree of life 
like ripe Apples: or if it be violear, when we 
arc by force ſhaken downelike greene Apples:

25. :$, 
but cuen thoſe thatare cut off by an externall 
agent, whether by Sathan himſelfe, as vvere 
Tobs Children, or by others, voluntarily or in- 
voluntarily, they are executed by the decree 
of the ſupreame ellence.

38, Fredericks by his 
Sonne Manfrede, eAyrippina by Nero, Semi» 
rams by Ninu, Viiſſer by Thelegon, Phocas 
by his Sonne Herecivs, cc. Orthe bloud 
of Brothers effuſcd by Brethren, as eFbels by 
Caize, Ammont by Abſolon, Teecles by Poly- 
wer, Remus by Romulus, Argems by his Bro- 
ther Prolomie Philadelphus, ec, Or if vvee 
conſider Husbands flaine by their Wines, as 
the Husbands of the fiftie Daughters of Das 
naw. ſo the Husbands of thoſe thirrie Siſters 
of Alhins, (lainc by their wiues, e framenmmon 
by Cltemneſtrs, King Sarematar by Circes, 
Antovinus the Emperour by his Wife Lawl, 
Or if wee ponder Wiues butchered by their 
Husbaends,as Poppea was by Nero,Queene G/o- 
finda by Chilpericus, Fanſta the Empreile by

'Lords Annoynted, as [aques { lements, and 
Raxalack in their aſlarſinations and maſla- 
crings of the two renowned French Hew- 
rier, &c, Or laſtly, one man killing another, 
eyther ſodainely, as Ehad (ſlew Eglon with his 
Dagger, /=dg.3, 21. or treacherouſly as 1oab 
did Abner and Amaſa, as Rehab and Baaxahb 
did I/hbofoeth, 2 Sam.4.,5,6, or combatingly 

ina Duclliein the ficld, or any other vvaycs; 

in all theſe, with all the reſt of chis nature,wee 
mult ſay as the Apoltles ſaid of Pilate, Herod, 
and the Iewes,concerning the death of Chriſt, 
that theſe murtberers bane done whatſocuer the 

Lords hand and councell had ——_— before

{tration of his grace (which Hugo cals the 
cauſe of all (inne,) from the Agent, and for 
ſome righteous ends in reſpet of the Patient. 

The life of this point, like the bloud inthe 
veynes, lyesinthe vic: if mectes with the cor» 
ruption of theſe that referre not death vnto 
his true cauſe and ground, erring, notknow- 
ing the Scriptures: for, is any man ſtrangely 
afflited with wondrous and wofull diſcaſes, 
as the Gour, Stone, Stranguillio,Sciatica? &c« 
Is any infeted with the plague ? (mit wich Le- 
prolie? wounded, or ſlaine by his enemic?brui- 
zed by falling from his Horſe, or the like ? bue 
chiefely, is he taken away (ſodainely, in his 


. full ſtrength, in his caſe and proſperiticwhen 


his breaſts are full of milke, and his bones full 
of marrow ? 706 22.24.25.Preſently,we breake 
our 
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out into theſe ecarmes; Sure he had ill lucke, 
hee had bad chance, hee had ill Fortune : or 
elle wee ſhoote our fooles bolts, as the Liſtri- 
ans againſt Paw, when the Viper ſtucke to his 
hand, A: 14. Surethis man was a great {in- 
ner, &c, or as the ewes of thoſe vpon whom 
the Tower of Silo fell, and vvhoſc bloud P5- 
Luke 12, 2. late mingled with their Sacribces, Surc he was 
a greater (inner then che reſt 2 or as others 
of the blinde man, /-hn» 9, wee mult 'necdes 
know whether he or his Parents haue ſinned, 
For the bvlt : it is a pittifull thing, chat Chri- 
ſtians living fo long inthe heate, and lighr,and 
Sunne-ſhine of the Guſpell, ſhouid be ſo dar- 
kened in their vaderſtandings, and fo vaine 
in their imaginations, like the once vnconuer- 
ted Gentiles, as to turne the glory of the im- 
mortall God into a vile an! abhomirgble 
Idoll; to attribute that which is proper and 
peculiar vnto God, vnto Heatheniſh For runes 
2 word, which as eAng«ſtme and Lattanine 
in their dayes baniſhed to the Pagans from 
whence it came; ſo I wonder that the light of 
Preaching hath no more diſcovered the blind- 
neſle of it, and no more reformed the errour 
of it, that it is no mure rooted out of our 
hearts, and vnſetled our of our h-ads: butthat 
wee mult needes make it, as the Epheſians 
their Diane, ſome great Goddelile, as the Sor- 
ccrer Simen made himſclfe ſome great man. | 
i 
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I wonder, that with the Romancs wee muſt 
build Temples,and (acrifice vntoir,in diſgrace 
and deſpight of God, and diſparagement of his 
prouidence,taking the Crowne trom the Crea- 
tors head and placing it on an Idoll, vyhich 
is a meere Idza, a fiction, and Chimera in na» 
ture : not knowing, or at [caſt not acknowled- 
ging with the Scripture, with Antiquitie, with 
lerome, Auguſiine,and others ( called now Fa- 
thers, as [ames and Jobn were called Pillers ) 
thatrhercis no evill in the Citic (that is cuill 
of puniſhment, in which predicament Death 
is,) which the Lord hath not wrought : that 
nothing comes to palle, fortwits caſu, ſed in- 
dicio De1, by chance, but by choyſe; nothing 
happens by hap*hazzard, but by the peculiar 
preuidence and prouidence of God; that the 
will of God is the ſupreame caulc of all things 
that arc. 

Not a hayre falling from our heads, not a 
Sparrow falling to the ground, much letle a 
ſickenetTe or a diſeaſe growing vpon our bo» 
dies, much lelle a day, or an houre, or a mi- 
nute falling from our life, without the deter» 
mination and permiſſion of him , that hath 
numbred our dayes, and (ct downe the period 
of ourage, 

Thereforelet vs baniſh all thoughtand opi- 
nion of Fortune vnto the very Getes and Saus 
romatanes, Let vs alſo ſuſpend our thoughts 
and 
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and our opinions of our Brethren, when God 
doth fore atRi& them in life, or ſodainely in- 
fit vpon them ſome ſtrange death © ler vs 
not iudge leaſt wee be iudged, let vs not entet 
into raſh and precipitate cenſures of others ; 
wee may be further deceiued in Gods merciecs 
towards them, or his proceedings with them, 
then was Eliphaz, Buldad, and Zophar, in the 
caſe of [vb: then the Diſciples were in thecaſe 
of the blinde man, /obn g. 12, Forit may be 
that this man whom thou ſeceſt lying licke, 
Lazar by the high-way, begging with thoſe 
blinde men in the Gofpell; him whom thou 
ſceſt groaning in an Hoſpitall, raving in Bed- 
lam, &c. nay, whom thou ſ:eſt drowned in 
the waters, ſtabbedin his bowels, led to cxe- 
cution, to be topt off like a fruitlelſe Tree at 
Tyburne; is not a greater {inner then thou, 
neyther hee nor his Parents haue finned more 
then chou and thine, but that the glory of 
God might be made manifeſt, that he mighe 
be an example vnto thee, that thou maiſt take 
warning by his harming , leaſt thou alſo pe- 
riſh : for Gods workes ( as his Word ) are for 
thy inſtrution, whether they be workes of 
Mercy or of [ultice. 

Secondly, is it ſo, that death is by the pets» 
miflion of God? Nay, is it ſo, that thy death, 
and ſo the death of euery childe of G © D, is 
not onely fore-ſcene but fore-appointed -

7/a/.139.15.16.and doth 
he not now thinkeſt thou behold thy trouble? 
Will he not ſtrengthen thee inthe bed of lan» 
guiſhing, and make all thy Fo in thy licke- 
nelle, P/al. 41.2.3. In the 56. Pſalme, v.s; 

Danuid prayes that the Lord would put his 
teares into his bottle, Now conlider withthy 
ſelie, hath Gud a bottle for the tearcs of his 
Seruants ? much mere hath hee bottles for 
their bloud : and wuch more doth he reſpe&t 
their paines and miſcries, with all the circums 
ſtances of lickenetle and death, How did this 
comfort the Churehof Ieruſalem inthe death 
of Chriſt, in that nothing came to patle in 
ic; but that which che forc-knouledge and 
M ercrnall 
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eternal] counſell of G © v had appoynted. 
eAts 4.28. 

Thirdly, the Meditation of rhis point muſt 
teach rheeto pollelle thy ſou! in patience, to 
kille Gods Rod,' to ſubic thy (elfe like an

Feare net (ſaith hee) for it was the Lord that 
ſent mee before you, Oh obleruchowthevery 
medi. 
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meditation of Gods permiſſive prouidence 
armes him and his againſt griefe,,mpatience,

Anſw, T here are two ages or times of man: 
the one a ripe age,ſuppoleſeauenty or eighty 
yeeres; the other vnripe and greene. Now, all 
men naturally aſpire and deſire the firſt; which 
if they atraine not to in ſome meaſure and 
proportion, they are thought tv dye before 
their rime, but yet neverthcleſſe they accom- 
pliſh their decreed date. And therefore though 
lob and David complayncd of the ſhortning 
of theig daycs, yet they deceiuced — 
or 
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for the one liued after that an hundred and 
forty yeeres, and ſaw his ſonnes ſonnes, cucn 
foure generations, /eb 42.16, the other dycd 
old and well ſtricken in yeeres, 1 Kings 2.

- Wee may"our' of this boxe, thus bpened, 
draw out this-Triacle, namely,cogoe on con- 
ſtantly and couragiouſly-in our callings and 
Chriſtian eourſes in the performance of gaod 
duties, belonging to the firſt and (edond-Tas» 
ble; ro God'or man, commanded in theword, 
commended inthe pradtifeof che TO

withftanding, all not oncly oppolitions and 
calumniatiggs by the ſcofting tongues of /6 
waels, but cuen picrcing periecutions of the 
worlds Nimrod:, and the bloody Buls of Ba» 
fan;. what though they menace thy malla- 
cring, determige thy death, as thoſe curſed 
crew of Ruffiahs did Pauls, eAts 23.14. yet 
they cannot hurt a hayre of thy head withoue 
Gods permiſſion z no more then the lewes 
could doe ought againſt Ghrilt, but what God 
had before determined, 

Thirdly, in that Simeon here appeales vato 
Gods permiſlton, in reſpeR of his departure: 
it is plaine that hce tooke not leauc of him- 
ſelfe to depart; hee askes leaue you lee, as a 
Souldier of his Generall, to depart out ofthe 
Campe; as a Scholler of his Maſter, eo goe 
home; as an Attendant,to be diſmilled of the 
Court, From whoſe particular we may extra 
this generall obſeruance : that it is vnlawfull 
for any man to lect out his owne- life, or the 
life of another man ( vnleiſe the Sword of 
Magiſtracic be put in his hand) no manmuſt 
lay violent hands vpop himlclfe, or vpon an- 
other : Dew vite neci/g, arbiter, God is onely 
the diſpoſer of life and death. And therefore 
for the firſt, how cuer the world pretend rea» 
ſons-and excuſes, for-to make this baſtard- 
brat of ſelfe-murther (-which comes from Sa» 
than and .our corruption ) legitimate , as 


pro: 
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proceeding from magnanimitic, greatneſle of 
courage, or thelike; or at leaſt would cxtenu» 
ate it, or make it tollerable, if not approue- 
ble and laudable, when it is a curer of all other 
croſles, as Caro Vticenſis held itz or a preyeny 
ter of ſine, as in Refr, in the Apecriphe, and 
Lucrece in Hiſtories,&c. yet neue ethe 
practiſe js deteſtable, the linne damnable, and 
therefore both in Reaſon and Religion auoid- 
able. 

_ Firſt, becauſe it is againſt a double com- 
mandeiment, Legall and Euangelicall: it brea« 
keth the lisxt Commandement : for if a man 
muſt not murther others, hee muſt not mur- 
ther himſelfe, even as ifa man muſt not ſteale 
from another, hee muſt not ſteale from him 
ſeife,his wife, his children(which I would haue 
all Carders, Dicers, Drunkards,&c. and (clfe 
conſumers of cheir ſubſtance to conlider, ) if 
hee muſt not doe the leiler finne, he mult noe 
doe che greater, 

Secondly, the Apoſtle faith, A mar muſt not 
deſtroy bis owne body, but nouriſh and cheryſh it, 
Epbeſ. 5. 

Thirdly, it is againſt not onely the lighe 
of Grace, but euen of Nature nay,of corrupe 
ted Nature: every creature, from the Lyon 
tothe Worme, from the Eagle toche Wrenne, 
(as T #ly notes) (cekes it owne preſeruation, 

fugits, necina,flics the contrary, Now the more 

ynnaturall

vnnaturall that any finne is, the greater, the 
grolfer it is: Inceſt js a greater linne then A- 
dulterie; Adultery, then Fornicationz Beaſtias 
litie then all : wantonnetle with a mans owne 
body worſerthen a&tuall pollution with a wo» 
mangbecauſe more vnnaturall : ſo in murther, 
Fratritide,the murthep of thine owne brother 
is worſe then Homicide, Man-flaughter; Par- 
ricide, or Patricide, King killing, or the mur- 
ther of Parents, worſe then eyther: but Semi. 
cide,or ſelfe.murther worſt of all, becaufe molt 
abhorringand ſwaruing from the very [ſparke 
and inſtin& of nature, 

Fourthly, a man ſinnes not onely thus, 
x.againſt God; 2, againſt Grace; 3.again(t Na- 
ture; 4-againſt his owne Body : but alſo hce 
ſinnes, x.againſt the State, 2.againltthe king, 
3. his Cuuntry, 4.the Church, 5. the Coms« 
mon-wealth, 6. his Friends, 7. his Familie : 
for euery man is pars Reipnblice & communita- 
rz-,a part of the State both Politicall and Ec+ 
cleſiaſticall, heeis a member of both bodies, 
and herefore hath not intereſt in himſclfe,to 
be aQiue in his ownedeath, he muſt bemeerly 
palſue, Partem Patiria, partem Parentes, Oc, 
Belides; faith the Orator, his Parents, and his 


' Fricrids( as his Country ) for whoſe good hee 


was borne,as well as for his owne, challenge 
a great intereſt and prerogatiue in him : all 
whous hee fruſtrates, and (o dircAly (innes 
SI 7 againſt

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againſt all, by cutting off himſelfe, even as he 
ſinnes againſt the head that cuts off the hand 
or foote in the body naturall. 

Fiftly, this courſe is as cureleſle as curſed, 
as fruitleſſe as godleile; for it prevents not mi- 
ſery, but procures it; ir redreiſeth it not, but 
a man runnes further into it, like the fiſh that 
leapes out of the Frying-panne into the hire : 
like him that goes from the Engliſh pillory to 
the Spaniſh Strippado,that they goe from che 
hell of Conſcience into a reall Hell, is to be 
feared in (elfe-murtherers, though Godonely 
can determine it, 

Sixtly, it argues Madneſſe, Diſtraion, or 
Frenzie, and fo the world cenſures. 

Seaucathly, Impatiencie,that a man cannot 
attend and waitethe lcaſure of God to releaſe 
his croſle. 

Eightly, Muttering, murmuring, and I{rae- 
litiſh frerting againſt God, and fo rebellion 
againſt the Almighty, 

Ninthly, Cowardlincfle, and faint-harteds 
neſle, that a man will not endure that which 
might be inflited on him. 

Tenthly, Vnthankefulnetile, notto preſerue 
this lewell of life which is beſtowed vpon him. 

Eleuenthly,Selfe-killing isnoted asa marke 
of Deſperation, and brand of Reprobation,as 
in Sevl, [ndas, ec, 

Twelfthly, the practiſe of it cauſcth not 
: oncly 
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onely theaors, but their ations, profeſſion); 
polteritie, Country, nay,Chriſtianitie it ſelfe to 
be emill ſpoken of : their names rot and ſtincke 
( as doe oft-times their bodyes,) Belides, they 
are denied Chriſtian Buryall, being (like cx- 
communicate perſons )caſt out of the Church 
as vnlauory Salt. 

All which Reaſons (with many moe) be- 
ing fo plaine and pregnant again(t this fine, 
argue and demonſtrate vnto mee, that many 
men are not onely irreligious but vnreaſona- 
ble, that dare perpetrate, and commit this 
horrible ryot and outrage vpon their owne 
bodyes in ſelfe-murther. Neyther can I but 
deplore,as I doewonder, toſce howthe Diuell 
doth: daily get ground and aduantage on hu- 
manenature, in this inhumane,vnnaturall,and 
belluinc (inne, which even the bruic Beaſts de- 
teſt and abhorre, How many haue wee read 
of, how many haue wee hcard of, how many 
have wee (eeneculpable in this kinde ? What 
weekes doe palle but owr (oules are made lad, 
and compaſlionately ſend out lighes at the 
Tragicall fals and fearcfull ends of Semicidi- 
an ſelfe-flayers, the knowledge whereof wee 
receiue by the intelligence of our cyes or 
cares? How oftareour hearts madecold,and 
wee occaſioned to (mite vpon our breaſts at 
the vndoubted relation, or our owne vilible 

Gghe of many, not onely amongſt the igno- 

rant, 
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rant, profane, irreligious, and impatient com- 
mon people , (that know not what belon 

to God, or themlelues, to their duties in life, 
or their eſtates after death: ) but euen of 
Schollers, learned men, great men, that make 
away themſelues, ome by hanging , more by 
drowning,moſt of all by ſtabbing themſclues, 
or by cutting their owne throates ? The fre- 
quencie of which eucnts Crowners ( who by 


Iuries finde out the principall indited cauſes | 


of theſe murthers ) well know : whole office 
Sathan and mans corruption hath made, as 
more paincfull, ſo much more gainefull,then 
in fyrmer ages, wherein Chriſtians liued and 
dyed more like Chriſtians, at leaſt more like 
men, or leiſe like Pagans and naturall men, 
but chiefely lefle like vnnaturall and bruitiſh 
men then wee doe, inthis and other ſinnes, 
in theſe our cureleſle corrupted times, dege» 
nerate and declining dayes, &c, For, let a 
man peruſe all Hiſtories, and looke atthecar- 
riage of Chriſtians in their lowelt exigents, 
when they were moſt expoſed to moſt miſe- 
ries (uch as are particularized, Heb, 1 x. When 
the ſword hqd the keeneſt edgeagainſt then, 
in the hands of the tenne Gel Romane Per- 
ſecutors, when, ſome one weeke ſaw the laughe 
ter of more thouſands then there be dayecs 
therein, yet neuerthelefle we reade of few or 
none that were their owne flaughterers,but -

relt and patience, they ranne through fires 
and waters, and burnings,and boylings, and

The lolle of an office, theriling 
of an xmulated Corriuall in the Courts, the 
forfeiture of a Bond,the feeling or the feare of 
pouertie,theturning out of ſcruice, the frowne 
of a great man, the brawling of a Wife, che 
miſcarrying of ſome, or the charge of many 
children, the ouer-throw ina ſuite at Law,the 
rcietion of a ſuite in Loue, {to omit weigh- 
ticr matters, diſtreſſe of minde, diſtraftion of 
hart,rage of conſcience,deſpaire of mercy,&c.)

planer of the Law; a Doctor in the Schooles 
of Icruſalem, being about the time, or ſuccee- 
ding le/w4 the Sonne of Sirack , that writ the 
Eccleſiaſiiens, or Ionathan the Chaldean, that 
turned the Hebrew Bible into the Chaldean 
rongue. Hee might hauc ſpoken of the num- 
ber.and excellencie of his Schollers, ſuch as 
Gamaliel, vnder whom Paul was inſtituted, 
that was his Sonne,or his Auditor,as Zanchie 
thinkes : with other(uch priuiledges,in reſpe& 
of his place, dignitie, age, profeſſion, cſtima- 
tion, but hee fingles our, and ſequeſtrates this 
Epithite from the reſt, and appropriates it to 
himſclfe, Thy Sernant; counting it his chicfeſt 
dignitieto performe any duticto his heauenly 
Maſter.

So holy Iude,the Brother of [awer,of Chriſts 
kindred according to the fleſh, prefixeth this 
as the beſt branch of his Pedigree, «A Ser- 
want of Teſws Chriſt, Inde verſe 1.

was the chicfe grace of Simeon, Meſer, Danid, 


Paxl, Inde, ooght to be our glory, to ſerue 
him, who is Lord of Heauen and Earth. 
Secondly, God wonderouſly and worthily 
eftcemes of his Servants, as appeares by thoſe 
honourable titles in the Scripture with vvhich 
he aduanceth them, for he doth not account 
them Scruants, but Friends; yea, Sonnes; yea, 
Heyres; yea, Chrills Fellow-heyres, R ow. 8. 
his Brethren, his Siſters, his Father, his Mo-

yea, Citizens with the Saints, and Burgeſles 
of the Heauenly leruſalem, Epheſ. 2, 19. yea, 
his Members, x Cor. 6. 15, The Temples of 
the holy Ghoſt, ver. 19. 2 Cor,6. 16. Spiri- 
tuall men,z Cor. 2,15.New Creatures, 2 Cor..

Mothers, did eyther know, or will, or af- 
fe, or praQtiſe, or thinke of the lealt mea« 
ſure of the ſeruice of God , Examine their 
knowledge, and you ſhall finde them as igno« 
rant how God is truely ro be lerued as che 
Getes and Sauromatanes, and thoſe Pazaniſh 
people that never heard uf God. Let thou- 
ſands that might be culled out, both in the 
Citie and Country,that are vnder the meanes, 
and that have dextcritic of wit,ſtrength of in- 
telleuall powers, ſoundnelle of wdgement, 
in attaining, diſcerning,and iudgingthethings 
of this life, that belong to their Callings and 
Fun&ions. Tell mee the difference betwixt a 
ciuill, morall, temporaric, generall Faith, and 
fauing Faith, (without which God is nut ſcrued 
nd pleaſcd) with the markes, proprictics, and 
ant Rn 0 effcas 
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effects of the ſame. Letthem diſtinguiſh vnto 
mee betwixt that godly and that worldly, 
that Chriſtian and that carnall ſorrow men-

true qualitics and conditions of ſuch a prayer how God

Remuſlion is promiſed x lohw 1.9, Pro.28.13. 
Let chem tell mee wherein the Euangelicall 
Repentance of the childe of God in his new 
birch, or after his fall, differs from the Legall 
Penitencie of /«das , Eſaw, and the Papilts; 
with other ſuch like Miſteries and Principles 
of Diuinitie:the knowledge of which is a good 
meanes both for honouring of God, and fa- 
uing of their owne (oules: and I ſhalltbe very 
glad that my ſtrong icaloulie and vehement 
{uſpition of their blockiſh ignorance, is deſi- 
redly remoued.I know many like the naughty 
Seruant, know the will of their Maſter, that 
doe- it not, L«k- 12. 47. like the Athenians 
that know how to doe well and will not : that 
know how to ſpeake well and to worke ill, like 
that carnall Cardinall that declaimed againſt 
whoredome, and practiſed erc hee ſlept,'*what 
hee inucighed againlt: ſuch,likerhe Armenian 
Dragons, haue hot mouthes, and cold hearts: 
yet an hundred times moe we haue in this our 
marucilous light,that doe no more know how 
to 


ſerued. 
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ro beginne, proſecute, or finiſh any part of 
the (cruice of God : then a new admitted Col- 
ledge-Student, a freſh-water Souldiet, an vn- 
expert raw ſeruitor,a rude Prentiſe, know what 
belongs to their places, gion, 
to the cuſtomes and conditions of their place, 
the firſt houre of their admittance : a fearefull 
caſe for ſuch as hauc had ſo good meanes,and 
have profited nothing. 

A ſecond branch of this reprofe extends to 
thoſe who want not onely the kill, but the 
will to ſeruc and worſhip God, vnleſſe in a 
will-worſhip, ſuch as they themſelues conceit 
and imagine is ſufficient, though mixt vvich 
ſuch filehy dregs and dung-hill of Ignorance, 
profaneneſle, ſuperſtition, formalitie and hy- 
pocrilie, as makes God lothe and abhorre 
their offerings. How many are there in the 
common folde of Chriſtianity amongſt vs, 
chat in this maine dutic of hearing the Word, 
and the voyce of the great Shepheard, in the 
Miniſterie of vs the Vnder-ſhepheards ? for 
one Sermon that they here lend their cares 
and hearts to, an hundred times to the voyces 
of firangers, whether Seminarics and Icluites, 
the Popes Factors; or Stage-Players, the Di- 
uels Preachers;or other ſuch Charmers,which 
infatuate and bewitch their ſoules, as the falſe 
Apoltles did the Galathians,G«/.3.1,1 ſpeake 
not ofthe manner of their hearing, mn 
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| all preparation before, without all reverent ay- 


tention, ſubmiſſion,or faith in hearing, or me- 
ditation and examination of themſclues and 
their families after hearing, whereby the word 
is made vnprofitable torhem; yea, the ſguour 
of death to death : Bug when doe they heare 
at all ? or whom? where is their Danids dev 
light in the Law and Statutes of God ? where 
is their longing after the Congregations and 
Allemblics of the Saints ?after Bethell ?where 
is their ſoples ſickenetle after the houſe of 
God ? to come and worſhip inthe holy Tem- 
ple? there were ſuch menwhen Damid, Exe» 
kias, Tofias, Anna, good Simeon, and the Pri- 
mitive Saints were liuing, whom eLaguſtine 
called the Lords Antes, that cucry day would 
haſt into the Lords Barne; to fetch corne,the 
bread of life, as the Iſraelites gathered Manna 
eucry morning. But our age affords Drones, 
and Waſpes, and Graſhoppers in their ſtead : 
the negle& of Gods publike worſhip inthe ſ0- 
litarieleates of many vnfrequented Churches, 
in the thronged fields, and tippling-houſes in 
many Pariſhes, In this our numerous pee 

(wherein our Land like a full Bee-hive, mighe 
caſt many ſwarmes) ſhewes that moſt haue 
leſſe will to ſerue God, then the Diuell, the 
world,or their bellies. Rutto leauethe Church» 
ſervice, wherein man (ces thy defefts and des 
faults better then thouthy (elfe. Tell mevaine 


men * 
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men, in the truth of their ſoules (if there be 
any truth in you) what ſacrifices many of you, 
chiefcly you the common and vulgar people 
haue offered vnto God in priuate ? mike is 
the turrowes and wrinckles in thy face? thy 
bleared Leh-like eyes, that thy teares haue 
made, being occalionedly diſtilled from 
the Limbecke of a ſorrowtull ſoule for thy 
ſinnes 2 where was thy Jalt Bockhim, place of 
weepirig fthy laſt Apex, where like a true 
Ifraclite thou did(t poure downe water betore 
the Lord 2 When did(t thou take vp Darids 
courle, in waſhing thy Couch with ceares,and 
thy bed with weeping ? Whcre didſt thou 
mourne like Ezekias, 2 Kings 20.3, Alas thy 
dry eyes and ſtony heart, polluted (onle and 
guiltie conſcience tels thee this part of Gods 
Seruiceis yet omitted. Moreoucr,wheredid(t 
thou volly out thy broken lighes for chy So. 
domitiſh and crying linnes ? What times,mor- 
ning, cucning, dey, or night ? What place, 
what Chamber,Cloſcr,Gallery,Garden,Groue, 
Wood, Field, can witnclle thee, (miting vpon 
thy breaſt with Ephraim, ler. 3 1.19. aſhamed 
of thy linnes, with the Princes and Iudges of 
Iſrael, like a Theefe taken in the manner, 
Ter.2.26.caſting downethine cycs, and knock- 
ing vpon thy brea(t with the penitent Publi= 
can, Zuke 18.13. mourning like a Doue inthe 
Deſart, and a Pellican in the Wilderneſle, on 
chy 
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thy tranſgreſſions and enormities ? this pow 

Gods ſervice is pretermitted. When did(t chou 
commune with thine owne heart in thy pri- P/«. 4 
uvate Chamber, ſearching the ſecret ſinnes of 

thy ſoule, with the light of the word, finding 

out thy preſent corruptions, and recounting 

the by-paſt follies of thy youth, in the bitter- 

neſſe of thy ſoule: confelling them vnto God 

with the repenting Prodigall, laying open the 

wounds, Leproſics, and ruptures of thy ſoule 

to Chrilt chy Pihſitian?I doube this ſacrifice of 

a wounded ſoule,a bruken hart,and a contrite 

ſpirit, is eyther not at all, or very courſorily 
performed : this ſeruice and ſacrifice pleaſeth 

God too well, P/al. 5 1. 17. for the Diuellto 

ſufferit to paſſe without long delayes, many 
interruptions, and in too many,abſolute omil- 

ſions. But laſtly, tell mee ſeriouſly, how ofe

Lords Prayer, as they doc their Pater Neſters

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with David? nay, three times with Dame! ? 
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and their Aees,without Faith or fecling,with- 
out Heart and affection, with that lip-labout 
that Chriſt condemned in the Gentiles, and 
God in the lewes ? Neither doc 1 askethee, if 
Parrat-like thou haſt (aid ouer thy Creed, and 
thy tenne Commandements, ſometimes when 
thou did(t riſe and goe to bed; which are as 
far from being Praycts, as the Diucll is from 
truth, or as ignorance is from knowledge, 
that tcls thee they arc Praycrs which are 


- none, With theſe Heatheniſh and Idolatrous 


Seruices perhaps thou haſt lodened the Lord, 
as the Iewes once over-wearied him with the 
like vanities, E/ay x. 11, 12, 13, But I aske 
thee how oft thou haſt indeede prayed ? how 
oft indeede with a Sacrifice of Prayer, kindled 
with zcale, inflamed with the fre of the ſpirit, 
heated with fervency , directed with know- 
ledge, grounded on Faith in the Promiſes, 
proſecuted with Humilitie and Reuerence, at- 
tending with Conftancie and Perſeuerance, 
accompanyed with Repentance for [inne, and 
her hand-maides Contrition and Confeſlion ? 
how oft I (ay with ſuch a qualified Praycr,haſt 
thou approached the Throne of Grace ? put 
vp thy petitions to heaven ? knocked at the 
re Grace, for graces to be giuen, finnes 
orgiuen? how oft with ſuch Incenſe haſt thou 
vilited the Lords Altar? Seauen times a day, 


nay, 
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nay, once ? nay none in many dayes, vvill 
thy heare tell thee, if it cominue not (till hy- 
pocriticall, deceiuing thee as Sathan hath de- 
cciued it? Well, and yet thou thinkelt to be 
ſaued : But vpon what grounds ?rotten God 
knowes, Indeede every one that cals vpon 
the name of the Lord ſhall be ſaued: ſo ſaith 
the Prophet, ſo the Apoſtle, 7oel 2. 32, but 
thou calleſt not on the name of the Lord, ſaith 
thy heart, at leaſt not as thou oughtelt to 
doe, which makes thy prayer an abhomina- 
ble ſacrifice, therefore thou thus continuing 
ſhale not be ſaved, 

But let mee goe further with thee ? Doſt 
thou pray in private ? that's well : but doſt 
thou pray for, with, and amongſt thy family, 
in thine owne houſe, as did Abraham, loſbnab; 
and the faithfull in their dayes? here thou art 
mute: and thy heare giues the negative. It is 
apparent God is as frequently and as feruently 
ſerved in the Houſes, Tents, Tabernacles and 
Campes of many ſauage and Scythian Soul- 
diers, as in thy houſe, CMabomet hath better 
ſeruice in moſt families of the Turkes, andthe 
Diuell of the Virginians, then God hath in 
thy houle, 

For, Prayer is ſuch an excellent part of 
Gods worſhip,thatiris oft vſed for the whole 
ſeruice of God, as Gen.4.26, and elſewhere, 
dcing a dutic whereby as man is profited, ſo 
wheres

wherewith God is wonderfully plcaſed,and his 
name glorified, P/al. 50. 15, cuen in all his 
Attributes (both 1. in his Wiſedome, in ac- 
knowledging that hee is infinitely vviſe in 
knowing our wants : 2, in his Power, in thar 
hee is able : 3. in his Mercy, in that he is wil- 
ling : 4.in his Omnipotencie, and his Om- 
nipreſence, that hee is alwaycs ready and pre« 
fent to heare and helpe his Church and chil- 
dren: .,.as alſo in his Knowledge, in that wee 
confelle him by Prayer to be the fcarcher of 
the hart,and the onely Intelligencer of the de- 
fires of man:) Now where this principall 
part of Gods Seruiceand Worſhip is omitred, 
or but ſlubbered ouer, (as E/es Sonnes Cid 
the Sacrifices) in publike or priuate, how can 
a icalous and a zcalous God indure it ? When 
thou omitteſt, negleReſt, deſpitelſt, or deſpi- 
ſeſt this whole Seruice of God, how ſhall the 
Lord be pleaſed with thee ? thou depriving 
God of the principall part of his Glory, hee 
will fruſtrate thee of thy hoped glory : for, 
who cuer arcglorified of the Lord in heauen, 
mult glorifie him in ſome meaſure on carth. 
I might alſo examine in this Quere, how 
thou performeſt other parts of Gods ervice; 
namely, thoſe which are Euchariſticall and 
Gratulatory,in praying God for his bleſlings 
temporall and fpirituall, as did David in his 
Generation, with others, P/al.100, P/al.1 30. 
A 
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A dutie though commanded by God, Pal 
50. 15.andasa partof His Seruice, ſo of his - 
Glory, Pal. 5 0.23.yet negleRed as frequent- 
ly as fouly, as it was of the nine cleanſed Le+ 
pers, Luke 17.17, and of Ezrkias, 2 Chron, 
22,25, vvhcreby Gods vvrath is kindled 
againſt many a man, arid his ſeede and poſtes 
ritie, as it was againlt ludah and Icrulalem, 
Secondly, they arc both depriucd of former 
bleſſings for their ingratitude, and Gods hand 
ſhur from pouring out any new mercies into 

the riucn diſhes of ſuch vnthankfull ſoules, 
Many moe parts of Gods ſeruice omicted 
by an vogratious ahd, vagratefull vvorld 
might be'proſecuted: whereby it plainely aps 
peares that: there are great troupes- dad 
{warmesof profane and godlelſe menamongſt 
vs, that have not God 1n all theit choughes; 
like the Hypocrites in /eb 27.10. that hauc 
no delight in God, ſuch Atheiſts as Dexsd de- 
ſcribes in the Plalmilt, P/alc1 4. 7/al: 5 4.and 
as Zephanie, leremie, Eſay, Ezelyel, and the 
relt of the Prophets have till cryed out 
again(t, that neucr ſceke vnto God ,thatneuer 
call ypon him ; Nay, which thinke it vaincy 
and a thing neither behouvefull for then), nor 
beneficiall co them, to call ypon Gad, as the 
curled Iewes did in 2falachie, 4. v. 14+ Nay 
alas, which-is more, as many carnall and carc« 
lefſe Idcots among(t vs, diſcouct vvith ow 
P ew 
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lewd torigues, the thoughts of their poyſoned 
and'peruerſe hearts, they thinke it concernes 
not'them to ſerue God, to heare, reade, pray, 
conferre, meditate, and doe ſuch duties, ( to 
which, 1, God, - 2. their endangered f(oules, 
3 their generall and (peciall callings, 4. their 
viurpedname of Chriſtians, f.cheir vowes in 


' Baptilme, doe _—__ binge them, and. in- 
t 


ioyne thetn :) but thattheſe things are pro 
per 'and- peculiar to Cleargie-men', Church- 
men, learned men, Schollcrs,Preachers,holy- 
day*men; (as they vnholily call vs.) They-are 
not booke-learned-they ſay, (though they be 
hell-lcatned from a ſophiſticall Divell, eo dts 
ſpute againſt *their -owne faluationz,) belides 
they hauc other things to doe, Merthaes part 
to play, to looke for the world,to provide for 
wife and children: tor ſuch is their Atheiſme 
and Infidelitie; they dare not truſt God for: a 
ragge, or a cruſt of bread; without their owne 
finfull carke and worldly care, notwithſtans 
ding all his promiſes, Mar, 6. 3 3. of giving 
them carthly things, 'if-they ſecke and ferue 
him: Hence it is, - as their aRions declate 
their affetions, many thinke no otherwiſe of 
theit-Creation, but that rhey were borne and 
brought into the world, cuen to ſoeke: and 
ſcrue the world and cthemſelues,not God : and 
fo ro goe to heaven in a ſtring (as it were ) 
as ſtraight as a line when they are dead. nar 

ow 
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how many Husbandmen thinke this the end 
of their living, to delue, and digge,and plow; 
and ſow, and reape, and care. and drinke, and 
get his rents; and ſpend his pence in his Suns 
day-pots: to fcrue his Cattle, Horſe, Oxeny 
Kine, and Sheepe; himſelfe ſeruing God no 
more then the very Beaſts and Bullockes, 
amongſt whom hee conucrlcth 2-T hele are 
alſo the thoughts, this che life of many a daily 
Labourer and Hireling : thus alſo many vit> 
fanRified Tradclmen, Merchants, Metcers, 

Haberdaſhers, Shoo&-makers, Taylors, &c, 
andotherShop-keepers,onely propound gold 
and gaine, as the end of their labours and tra- 
uels vnder the Sunnethowto load chemſciues 
with thicke clay; to beſtow their Sonnes.and 
Daughters in great matches: and high places 


ro giue great portions tu their Children,rather p;r+44 tf 
of goods then of grace,andto leaue their:fubk Nmmor, 


ſtance to their babes : and-ro theſe ends the 
ſcruice of God, euen vpon his own? Sabbath, 
mult be ſubordinate, hts worſhip mult be:d& 
ſpenfed with, in whole or in parr, by thems 
{clues and thole whom they haue in chafge, 
Iournymen, Seruants, or Prentiles, Thus alſo 
ſome irreligious Scruing-man conceis no 
other end of his living, mouing, ot being, of 
his yeercs, ſtrength, and vigour, but to ſesoe 
his Maſter at his Tablcor ac his turnesor:his 
Horle, ot his Hawke, at his appointments 
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befides his mifſpent time and meanes in the 
proſecutnon of his owne feruile and (lauiſh 
luſts ; as for the Seruice of God, to which me 
thinkes hee hath as many leaſures and oppor. 
tunitics in his vacancies from any needfull 
morrall imployment, 4s any of the ſonnes of 
Adam: hee counts the thought of that ridicu- 
Jous, the praRtiſe preciſcnetle, not worthy his 
generous ſpirit: his time is wholy ſpent and 
miſTpent,cither in ciuill atrendance,according 
to his place, or in idleneſle doing nothing, or 
in reading vaine Bookes, or ſeeing Playes, or 
frivolous diſcourſes of Horſes or Dogges, or 
worſe ſubicAs; in which things the heart, it 
ſcemes,is moſt imployed in private, elſe could 
it never ſo frequently, by the tongue, vent 
out ſuch froath. In which remiſneſle and neg- 
leR in and of Gods ſeruice, ioyn'd with that 
looſe prophan-nes which accompanies moſt 
of their profeſſions, I thinke them much ſe- 
cured ans bardened by the exemplary irreli- 
gious courſes and diſcourſes of their Maſters 
for the moſt part, whole ordinary both words 
and workes. in, and abour, eyther the world or 
their pleaſures, and rraded recreations(as their 
corrupt affections bend) viſually matched with 

a key-coldneſle, negleR, if not contempt (at 
I:aſt an indifferencic) inthe publike and pri- 
uate worſhip of G © Þ, (ſeruing Go D no

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or their domeſticall Chappels, then will (tand 
with ciuilicic ) reades a: preceptory and pras 
Ricall leAure to all the Seruants; that they 
ſhould not be more forward and zealous 
in good duties then their Maſters, neyther ro 
out-{trip them in Gods ſeruice if they meane 
to (|:epe in a warme skinne , and nat to cxe 
pole themſclues to the cenſure of mure pre» 
ciſe then wiſe, and to continue in their Ma» 
{ters favour, 

So the mercenary hired Seruant, eyther 
for the Ploughor Cart, or ſuch like, generally 
throughout the Land, what doth hee more 
thinke vpon ( belides linne and vanitie) then 
euen to doe his dayes taskes, like the hack: 
ncy horſe, his caſe and Prouender, his bed 
and his vituals being the very. God that hee 
lacrificeth vnto? Tell him of ought elle to 
be done in Religion, you ſhall prevaile as 
much as Zr with his Sonnes-in-law, they! 
thinke you ſcoffe. Hence it is that this clowe 
niſk rout in moſt places, are fo forgetfull of 
G 0D, and blockiſh evento admiration, that 
they neyther know, or vnderſtand, or.can.

Cloathing in Purple, and royal 
apparrell, ſetting on their heads 'a Princely

firir, Nero, Dionifus, Pharaoh, with all their 
buls, and their burnings, and their burthens, 
(of his inuention, as our Papiſts Powder. plor 
was) were mercifu]l men. in reſpeR of him : 
for he laycs the heauieſt burthen in the world 
vpon thee, eucn that which preſt himſelfe out 
of Heaueninto Hell, puſht Adew out of Pa» 
radiſe, and preſt Chriſt himſclfe vpon the 
Croſlc;and that is Sinne. And after thou 
haſt laid downe this bruitiſh body of chine in 
the duſt, hee hath prepared intollcrable and 
eternall burnings for.thee in his owne Terri- 
tories; whoſe fires the burthen of thy linnes 
mult kindle and maintaine, and the Riucr of 
Gods wrath increaſe and make more violent. 
Oh therefore betimes caſt off this more then 
#£gyptian yoke; forſake the (eruice of thy 
old Hohillicating Maſter, Sathan; and ſcrue 
thy new and liuing Maſter, Chriſt Iefus, ſo 
ſhalr thou not onely auoid thoſe plagues tem- 
rall and externall, which arc threatned to 
choſe that dilobey God, Exod, 2 3, 33, Demt, 
7.4. Dent, 28, Dent. 29, 45. 46. 47. &C 
Eſay 1,P/al.7,&c, which I pray thee ponder 
at lcaſure : as alſo thoſe erernall hereafter, 
Bur chou ſhall bepartaker of all thoſe bleſlin g8 
an 
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41nd bounties which God hath reucaled and 
prepared for thoſe that ſerue him. 

I chought to haue added another vie, 
namely, as the matter, ſo to haue preſcribed 
the manner and forme of Gods ſeryice, with 
the parts of it, vvith choſe ſcuerall carriages 
that thoſe mult vſe fortheis aRions, their af= 
feions, their ſpeech and words, at home and 
abroad; what vc to make of all their eine, 
with their ſeuerall ſtints and taskes in the per-= 
formance of ſeuerall and ſucceſſiue ſacrifices 
and ſeruices.But I will not dull the Reader by 
this prolixe point. I referre theevnto ſome 
my Brethren that have writ well and worthily 
of it: as M*, Rogers his Chriſtian DireRoriez 
ME. D. Hil, in his Tra how to live well, by 
way of Queſtions and Anſweresz M*, Cooper 
his Chriſtian Sacrifice; which I wiſh not ones 
ly in the hands, bue vvrit in the hearts of all 
that intend Gods ſcruice, and their owne (al- 
uation,

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vnlooling. Fifely, that our naturall death is 
but one,and once,which is qur diſmillionfrom 
the carth. Sixtly, that the ſoule is immortall, 
not dying vvith the body, oncly departing 
out of the body, 

For thefirſt point: ir is plaine that godly 
men dye; ſanitied Simeon:that (poke this is 
dead : it needes no confirmation but experi» 
ence, as hee that will not belecue that the fire 
is hot, let him put his finger to it; if any be- 
leeue not that the godly dye as well as the 
wicked, let him looke at their Sepulchre8 
amongſt vs, as Peter tels the lewes, that the 
Patriarke David was dead, and his Sepulchre 
was amonglt them. . 

The Reaſons why the godly dye are thele: 
firſt; becauſe they are inuolued and yvrapped 


inthe common lincke of originall linne, with 


the reſt of .;eL4amr polteritic, and therefore 


-chey mult participate of deatb,. the common 
puniſhment; from which no perſons, orders, 


or degreesate excepted or exempted, no not 
infants themſclues, Eccleſ., 3.

Divines,- that Go D 
which is calted the God of the-living, vnely 
created lite, and not death; which being a pri-

for as it isa miſery to haue beene happy, ſo it 
ſets a better edge and reliſh on any mercy, 
when it comes by an exemption from a for- 
mer experienced miſery : euen as deliuerance 
was more gratcfull co the Iſraclites after their 
#gyptian yoke, and as hony is more (weet to 
him that hath beene dycted with Aloes; ſo ioy 
in glory ſhall be more joyous extrated out 
of the paincs of lite, and pangs of death ynto 
the godly. 

Hence let the Saints ſing, clap their hangs 
and reioyce; letthe ioyfull ſhout of a King be 
amongſt them, in the ſweet contemplation. of 
the vnlimicted mercies of God, towards them;

pily : of which in their ſcucrall Hiſtories they 

be given demonſtrations, molt of them, if 


not all, in theſe three particulars,

Aﬀterthe 
like manner was the death of chaſte and mers 
cifull Joſeph, Gen, 50,26, of penitentand pas» 
tient /ob, after hee had ſcene his ſonnes and 
his ſonnes ſonnes, cuen foure generations, 
Tob 41.16.' Of zealous and lincere Danid, 
1 Kings 2, after het had counſelled and char- 
ged his Sonne Salomon to walke in the ayes 
and Statutes of the Almightie, Of Moſes the 
faithfull Seruant of the Lord, who dycd when 
his eye was not dimne, nor his naturall force 
abated, though he were an hundred and twen- 
tle yeetes old, God himſctfe being preſent at 
his death and buriall.

which longing of his the Lord ſatisfied at the 
full ere his death : for, his dying eyes did not 
onely ſce Joſephs face, but his ſeede, Ephraies 
and Manaſſer, Ger, 48.11, What did Xſes 
delire more then the fruition of Canaan, the 
promiſed Land ? Now, euen before the Lord 
ſhut his dying eyes, the Lord tooke him vp 
into a mount, and as a relliſh and ataſte cf his 
fauour, gaue him a [ight of Canaan, Dent. 34. 
ver.1.4. In what could Davids heart be more 
ſctled,thentoſee his Throne letled in S«/omon 
his Sonne; which his defire was accordingly 
accompliſhed, for his eyes did fee what his 
heart delired 5 for which hee bleſſed God 
1 Kings 1. 48, And the like ordinarily fals out, 
as many aged Chriſtians at chis very day can

373 
haue teſtified) how the Lord bath heard theif 
requeſts, and granted the delires of their 
ſoules, in theſe and theſe particulars before 
their deaths. 

Thirdly,the godly expreſſethe hidden ioy, 
and inward peace which they finde within 
their ſoules,'by their ſcaſoned and fanRified 
words of grace, which they breathe out as a 
ſweet Perfume, from holy hearts, to the re- 
frefhing of others, vpon their licke beds, with 
which they viually winde vp the thread of 
their life : words ſo good, lo gracious, thatthey 
are worthy to be writ in Letters of Gold, and 
for euer to be remembred, as they are recor- 
ded in the ſacred Cannon, and colleted by 
holy men, from che Saints of latter times. 

For example, vvhat a ſweet gratulatory 
ſpeech is this of Simeon, in his farcwelltothe 
world ? Lord, now letteſt thow thy Seruant de» 
part in peace, &c, Euery word having his 
waight and Emphaſis, Ponder the laſt Ser- 
mons that Moſer, and [oſoneb, and Samnrl, 
theſe faithfull Seruants of the Lord made im- 
mediately before their deaths, vnto the Iſrac» 
lites, Gods choſen people: how zealouſly they 
perſwade to the (eruice of the true God, dif- 
ſvade from 1Idolatrie and falſe Gods; enume« 
rate Gods fpeciall metrcies, exhort to vbedi- 
ence, dehort from rebellion againſt God and 
their Superiours; proclaime the promiſes to 
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the obedient, pronounce mercics toallure,de- 
nounce iudgements toterrife the diſobedient; 
blefling G © Þ by gratulatory Songs for hie 
benefits, and bleſſing the people in their 
Tribes(Dewtr.32,& ch.33.1oſv.12, 1Saw.12.) 
and aman ſhall ſee the peace they had in their 
hearts, bythe grace of their lips, 

The laſt words of Lagob were bleſſings and 
prophecies. Of /»/eph, were admonitions and 
cautions :the one to his Sonnes, the other to 
his Brethren, Gev.49.Gen,50, The laſt words 
of Danid were his charge to Salomon his Son, 
concerning Gods worſhip, and the goucrne- 
ment of his Kingdome, 1 Kgs 2. verſ. 3.4. 
5. 6 '&c, The laſt words of Stewey, *the firlt 
Martyr after CH& 1s T, were prayers for his 
Perlecutors , Lord, lay not thu finne 16 their 
charge, eAtls 7, Go, Lalt words revealed of 
the Theefe on the Croſſe, that bonns Latro, 
good Theefe, that (o happily ſtole Paradiſe, 
were; Lord, remember mee when thou commeſt

to be martyred, and facrificed by fire, as they 
are colle&ed and recorded by Eccleliaſticall 
Authors, Eu/cbius, Nicephorm, the tripartite 
Hiſtory,che Centuries, M", Foxe his Martyro» 
logic, Grizews,M*.Pe kins,and otherstowhom 
I referre you; It would caſily appeare. that 
where the Premilles are Grace in Life, the 
Concluſion will be Peace in Death.

Duke of Suffolks Daughterwith divers others, 
To omitthelaſt words of Chry/oftome dying in 
his exile, of deuout Bernard, 'of /pnatins the 
Martyr, of theſe Belgicke Lights, Philip Me- 
lanfthon, Tremeflins, Munſcnlny, Oc, with ma- 
my moe : ſome whereof thankefully recor- 
dingthe benefits they had receiued from God 
in life, ſpiritualland temporall; ſome,powring, 
out their ſoules for the good of the Church;

Thirdly, they have that peace of Godin 
their owne conſcience, which: palſcth all vn- 
derſtanding, Ph. 4. which fctteth them in at 
aſſured perſwaſion of the loue of God tothem 
in his Chriſt, the Lord ſhining io their hearts 
wich the beames of his Spirit,and the memory 
of all their well done deedes then reflexing 
vpon their vpright conſciences,fill them cucn 
full of hiddenioy,and inward peace.

ting I{ſue to fucceede him, the ſecond being 
afficed with an iffue of linne, which was not 
hcaled, which cauſed for the time, both their 
doubts and feares : for our Saujour Chriſt, he 
prayed not againft death ſimply, for he dyed 
willingly ( elſe his death could not haue me» 
rited ) hee prayed for the remouall of the cup 
of his Fathers wrath, being the curſe of death, 
Obieft. 3. The godly oft dye ſodainely, 
therefore not peaccably : for, ſodaine death is

eAnſw, Death is not cuill becauſe it is fo-

vnprepared, as to the wicked Mammoniſt,

lecuing Iſraclites had beene cut off ſodainely 
by Pharaohs Sword, or the ſurging waues, if 
Peter had ſunke when hee walked on qþe wa- 
ters, if the Diſciples had beeneloſt whenthey 
weretolled in the tempeſt, if Pax/ had beene 
drowned when hee fuffered ſhipwracke, wee 
ſhould haue thought their deaths ſodaine in 
the cxecutionz but who durſt haue cenſured 
them in reſpeof preparation?no more then 
we cenſure Mephiboſherb that was flaine in his 
bed, or Bethlems Children,or thoſe that peri- 
ſhedinthe French Pariſian Maflacre,by the di- 
uels'meances,& the Duke of Guizez or Jonar has 
that was ſlaine in Battell; or Aber that vyas

ked man to repent of himſelfe. Therefore 
dally notwith (io; be not decciued, God is nor 
mocked. If thou could(t leaue the rraffique 
andcommerce with ſinne whenthou wouldeſt, 
and reperit frotn thy heart, ſinne might vvich 
greater ſhew be retained, and with life dan- 
ger ; but lincethie longer thou continueſt in 
It, the more thy. hcart is. hardened; lince (8s 
the Prophet ſpeakes of Wine and Women,) 
ſo cuery other {inne takes away the heart; 
Oſe 11.and makesit incapable of any Chriſtian 
dutic; Ict it be thy wiſedome ( as Dani-lcoun- 
cels Nabuchadnezzar )to breake cffthy linnes 
berimes, lezue linne ere it leaue thee; beginne 
at lengthto liue ere thou dye : for, (as Semili# 
once laid of himſelf) though thou (ſeeſt mas 
ny yeeres , thou lueſt but thoſe that are pi- 
ouſly and penitently ſpent. . : 
Now redeeme the time which chou haſt

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now prouide againſt the rainy day of thy laſt 
day; now in the calime of life, arme thy ſclfe 
againſt the tempeſt of death, Oh it will be 
too late to thinke of leading a good life when 
life is ended, too late to buy after the Markee 
is done, too late to traffique after the Mart, 
too late to faile when the Tyde is palt,and the 
Sea is rough: therefore prepare a medicine 
before the wound , Sero Medicina paratur, 
Heare not the voyce of the Serpent, Eritis fi- 
cut Dz, you ſhall be like Gods, to puffe you 
vp with pride; but feare, and beleeue the voice 
of God, Moriemini, yee ſhall dyc like men : 
for this death prepare betimes z now is the ac-

Chriſt knockes, the Angell moucs the waters, 
Moſer and the Prophets perlwade; the ſhore- 
nelle of thy life, multitude of thy linne, diffie 
cultic of repenting, thy Houre-glalle running, 
time ſpending, thy former fruitlelTe living, 
danger of deferring, death approaching, all 
vrge, moue, pleade, for a conuerted foule, a 
holy heart, a renued life, that thou mailt dye 
a bleſſed death, finde a ioyfull relurreRion,and 
inioy a happy glorification, 

Laſtly, to conclude this Text,for this time, 
and (o this Worke (having exceeded my pur- 
pulſed and propoſed breutie) let mce onely 
offer ynto your conliderations this meditation, 

Dd that 
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that there is a dire and a certaine method 
and rule as of liuing fo of dying well; ſo plaine, 
ſo perſpicuous, that ſome haue vvrit vvhole 
Tracaites of this fubicAt;from whoſe Harveſt 
I will not be aſhamed to gleane ſomething 
(as R«th out of the field of Booz ) and inſert 
their cares into this Garland, borrowing ſome 
few grounds of him, whom I heatd as a Ma- 
ſter out of Hoſes Chaire, living *, and reue- 
rence dying. If any therefore demaund in 
this great and maine poynt of all poynrs,what 
courſe hee is to take, that with old Simeen he 
may dic in peace; for Reſolution of this caſe of 
Conſcience, I ſay that to dye well, there are 
ewo things requilite, 4 preparation before death, 
and A right diſpoſition m death, This Prepara- 
tion is two-folde;generall and ſpeciall:generall, 
is that whereby a man prepares: himſelfe to 
dye throughout the whole courſe of his life : 
tothis the Scripture continually exhores,when 
it inioynes vs (traitly ro watch and pray, ro 
awake from flcepe, to prepare to meere the 
Bridegruome, to be in a readinetle, cucry day 
( like Souldiers that expeR their Generall ) 

againſt the ſecond comming of Cyr1sT 

to Judgement :not to haue our hearts opprebs 

fed with ſurfetting and drunkennelle, and the 

cares of the world, leaſt that day come vpon 

vs vnprouided, as the theefe vpon the care= 

kile houſholder; as the ſnare vpon the Bird, 

as 
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as the Floud vpon the old world, as fire vpon 

Sodome, as defolation vpon Ieruſalem: A 

thing that ſtands vs all much vpon, as adutie 

not'to be omitted. Firſt, becauſe of that vn- Death is 
certaine ccrtainticthat is in death, certaine for <<ftaine,,.

Zgecan, and Icarian Sea, and Helleſpont were 
named: ) three Popes, l-bn the firlt, 7obx the 
fourcteenth, and Celeftin# the fift,dyed in pri- 
ſon: nay, ſome haue dyed in the very Privies, 
as eArins, and * Heliogabalnr,two Monſters, * Lampet. 
and there had San/dyed had not David (pared, drus. 
Therefore ors omni loco te expettat, tw exo Seneca, 
peta eam, ſince Death expeRts thee in cuery | 
place, expeR thouit. Thirdly, for the Man- 
ner, no man knowes how hee ſhall dye, whe- 
ther of a naturall or violent death : Jofas was 
ſhot by the Archers and dyed, Eglon was thruſt 
in at the fift rib, ſo was Abner, (o was the late 
French King : ſome ſodainely, as Fai the 
Dd 2 Romaine, 
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494 Cimeons dying Song, 
Romance, Gendericus the Vandall : ſome of a 
lingring diſcaſe, ſome of a burning Feauer, 
ſome of a colde Collique, ſome this way, ſome 
that, according to the phraſe; 


Ft moriar ſcuo, neſcio vbs, quomodo, quande, 


I am aſſur'd to die, yet doe not know 
The way that leads to death, when,where or how, 


Therefore wee are ſpeedily to prepare for 
this iourney of death, bh it = be gone, 
and wee know not how ſoone we ſhall be in» 
forced totrauell :in other matters morrall,the 
Axiome may beſeeme the molt politique, 
Deliberandnum eſt din, quod perficienaum ſemel, 
that wee ſhould determine that deede with 
deliberation, which wee purpoſe to putin exc- 
cution : but in this weightic worke, the leſſe 
wee are in demurring, and the more in ation 
and doings the better itis : to learne to dye is 
eArs Artmm, an Art of Arts, which all the 
Schooles of the Gentiles could not teach 
without Theologie; great Rabbies in huma- 
nitic, are meere Ideors in this heauenly Sci- 
ence. Itſtandsvs in hand then cuery day (as 
the Pythagorcans in Philoſophy) to be profie 
cientsin this Myſteric: for thereforc is the laſt 
day vnknowne, that wee ſhould prepare our 
ſclues cucry day : and the rather, becauſe our 
laſt day is the inchoation of our perpetuated 
2 ; ſorrow 
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ſorrow or ſolace : the day of our Marriage 
with the Lambe, or of uur maſlacring vvith 
the roaring Lyon; Ft in ills die, Mor: invemiet, 
Dominus iwdicabit,as the Tree fals, (o it lies, as 
death at that day ſhall leaues vs,ſo ſhall Judge» 
ment finde vs : many changes and conuerli- 
ons from cuill to goud, but at that day there 
is no change no conuerlion, Nula rewiſſio, 
»ulla redemptio,no remillion, no redemption: 
If Death finde vs barren Trees, fo it cuts vs 
downe, ſo Hell-fire burnes vs in that Tophet 
prepared of old, If death ccaze vpon vs im» 
penitent linners,as it did on Cainand ludas,fo 
Iudgement findes vs, ſo Hell holds vs, ſo the 
vncleane Spirits torment vs : there wee ſhall 
continue more- millions of yeeres, then be 
Atoim or moatez in the Sunne, then Bees in 
Hyblazthenthere were Locults in Xgypt;nay, 
moe then there be Sands on the Seaeſhore, 
pyles of Graiſe on the Ground, or Starres in 
the Heauens, in ſuch exquiſite torments, that

Perillus his Bull, Di2medes his wilde Horſes, 


Maxentins his tying the living to the dead, till 
they dye with ſtincke and Famine; the French 
Burning-Chamber, Spaniſh Inquilition,tearing 
with Lyons, boyling in Oyle, pinching vvith 
burning Pincers, and the like, are pleaſing 
Baths, cooling Harbors,andrefreſhing recreas 
tions in compariſon : neuer to be relieued,ne- 
ucr to be releaſed, not to be ranſomed vvith 
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thouſands of Goates and Rammes,with rivers 
of Oyles, not with all the Males, Trentals, 
Dirges, &c,and trumpery of Romiſh Superſti- 
tion; nay,not with all the Prayers of the Saints 
in carth or heauen : nay, if Neah, Dauid and 
Dam { ſhould intreate, if the Virgin CAZlary 
ſhould mediate, if all the Angels ſhould ſup- 
plicate, eyther the remiſſion of their linnes, 
or intermiſſion of their ſorrowes and plagues, 
it were bootlcſle and fruitleſTe, h 

Oh then, how much doth this mature and 
preparatorie repentance concerne euery ſoule, 
that by itthe vnion being made betwixt Chriſt 
and their foules,their ſinnes being waſht away 
in the bloud of the Lambe, the Lord at that 
day may freely accept them, and ſeeing no ini- 
quitic in 1acob,nor tranſgreſſion in 1ſraelzmay 
couer their offences, and not impute their 
ſinnes to their deſerued condemnation? In 
owitting or pretermitting of which dutic,wee 
may iultly blame and exclaime againſt wicked 
and ſecure worldlings,that neuer thinke of this 
waightic worke, till by ſicknelle they be ſum- 
moned to their diſſolution :then, with the vn- 
righteous Steward,they beginne to ſhuffle and 
bulsle a little, ro make all ftraighe, in ſome 
ſuperficiall and hypocriticall Repentance,like 
eh4b, Which preparation of theirs, for their 
Paſlc-ouer out of this world, is at that time 
very prepoſterous, becauſe then all the ſenſes 
| | and 
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and powers of the body arc occupyed about 
the paines and troubles of the diſcale.Belides, 
Phylitians to be conſulted with, Fricnds to be 
conferred with, Houſhold affayres to be (et in 
order : a Will to be made; order taken how 
debts muſt be eyther paid or recciued:neigh- 
bours comming to viſit; oh how doe they di- 
uide, how diſtract the licke party | Is that a fic 
time of chis preparation ? When ſo many I- 
rons arcin the fire, it is likely this great one 
will coole : much lelle is it conucnient to de» 
ferre it till the houre of death, as is the pra- 
Riſe of carnall and carcleile men , imagining 
that if they hauc but time to ſay, God forgine 
me, Lord have mercy on mee,with the Publican, 
but cfpecially to runne ouer the Lords Prayer, 
and the Creede, which they vie in ignorance 
and ſuperſtition, as Popiſh Charmes, withoue 
any faith, feruencic, and feeling ; they holde 
them(clucs cocke-ſure of ſaluation, though 
their preparation be not ſo good, as the Iewes 
for their Paſſequer,as a Chriſtians is or oughe 


to be, for his ordinary hearing the Word,and 


receiving the Sacrament. Doe not theſe men 
preſumptuouſly thinke ( like blinde Bayards) 
that they haue God, and his Grace, and his 
Mercie at commaund that they can repent 
when they liſt:the contrary experience wheres 
of improues their folly, diſcouers their delus 
lions, and ſhewes that they build on the ſand, 
Dd 4 ' and 
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and reſt on a broken ſtaffcy for, was there nor 
a time when E/a» ſought the bleſſing with 
teares and fouud it not ? Would not Indas 
faine hauc repented, as appeares by his hypo» 
criticall confeſſion, Mat, 2 7+ 3.4+5. and yeta 
Halter was all the comfort he got? Would not 
Anticchus Epiphanes had mercy , when not- 
withſtanding his expiredlife ended in miſerie ? 
Would not the fooliſh Virgins haue entered 
the Bridegruomes Chamber,when it was paſt 
time, but were excluded ? And doth not the 
Lord threaten that many ſhall ſecke to enter 
in at the (trait gate but ſhall not be able ? 
Why ſo? Becauſe they ſecke too looke, when 
the time of grace is paſt. And indeede it is 
jult with God to reie them in aduerlitic,that 
hauereie&ed him in proſperitic; not to heare 
whenthey call, though they howle on their 
beds like Wolues, that would not hearewhen 
hee called by his Word, and the motions of 
his Spirirzto forgetthem in death, that would 
not remember him in life z tv harden choſe 
that would not be foftned, 

Conlider with thy ſelfe what reaſon there 
is to the contrary :is it reaſon that God ſhould 
acceptthe Winter of thy life, thy barren and 
frozen ſoule, when thou haſt offered vp the 
Spring, Summer, and Autumne of thy yecres 
to Sathan ?thar he ſhould receiue the eucning 
Sacriticc, when Mammon, or Luſt, hath =

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che morning? that he ſhould be pleaſed with 
thy lees and dregs, when thou halt given the 
beſt wine of thy bloud to the Diuell ? will hee 
pledgeSathan in ſuch a cup ? will herake the 
refuſe, and offuls, and leauings of Sinne ? It is 
poſlible hee may,l doe not limitthe vnboune« 
ded Ocean of his mercy,butit is not probable 
hee will. 

Makeit thine owne caſe : wouldeſt thou en. 
tertaine anold decrepit Seruant,thatis ablero 
doe thee little or no ſeruice, and giue him 
great wages, that hath ſpent his youth and 
ſtrength in the (cruice of thine cnemie? I 
trow not, Will any Generall admitof a lame 
Souldier palt ſeruice, that hath (erued all his 
life againſt him, in his enemies Campe ? will 
God admit thee into his ſeruice,entertainethee 
into his Campe, recciue thee into his Houſe, 
rewardthee in his Kingdome, when thou haſt 
ſpent the prime of thy yecres in the ſervice, 
nay, in the ſeruitude and (lauery of Sathan ?I 
ſay as Augnſtine laid toſuch a deferrer as thou, 
Non dico ſalnabitur, neu dico damnabitur, [1 
will not ſay thou ſhalt be ſaued, I dare not 
determinethou ſhale be damned : I leaue thee 
in the hatnds of God, that hath thee as the 
Potter hath the Clay, as the Smith his Iron, 
as the Carpenter his Wood, as the Creator his 
Creature, to harden or ſoften thee; to make 
thee a vellcll of honour or diſhonour; to glo- 
ring 
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rific himſelfe in his Mercy, in thy conuerſionz 
or in his Iuſtice, in thy confulion. 

But thy heart els thee, and Sathan els thy 
heart, that thou mailt repent atthy laſt houre, 
Thou mailt indeedif God will, but (to drive 
thee from this talſe holde) it is not likely thou 
ſhalt repent truly and (incerely. Its ſaid, /ndas 
repented in his death, ſothe Word is, Zat.2 7. 
verſe 3, hee had a Legall ſorrow in bim , yer 
hee is called a reprobare forall that : it is too 
true, that Panitentrs ſera rarovera,late Repen- 
tance is ſe|dome true Repentance. It is com» 
monly asſickeand weake as is the partic ; it is 
not voluntaricand free,as that is which brings 
ſaluation,2 (r.7. 10. but viually conſtrained 
and extorted, by the - feare of hell and other 
Tudgements of God : for, croſles and affiiRi- 
ons and (ickneſle, will cauſe the groiſeſt Hy. 

rite that cuer was,to ſtoope ard buckle vn- 
derthe hand of God (as did Pharaoh twiſe ) 
andto diſſemble Faith and Repentance, and 
eucry other Grace of God,as did eFhab; as 
though they had Gods graces, as fully as any 
of Gods Seruants,whereas they are altogether 
deſtitute of them, naked and blinde, like the 
Laodiceans, And that ſuch repenters com- 

monly counterfeite,it appeares by this demon- 

ſtration : True Repentance is a turning to 
God; ſo the Word calsit, /oel 2. 12. anauer-

g conuerſionto God, Terminus ad quem ? (0 
molt Diuines hold it. Now where is the tur- 
ning from linne in ſuch repenters? They for- 
ſake not ſinne, but linne forſakes them : they 
leaue their cuill wayes, becauſe they mult 
leaue the world : they leaue linne in ation, 
but hugge it (till in affeQtion 2 if they had a 
new Leaſe of their liues, they would beginne 
new ſinnes, Nay, Ss w«nquam morirentwr nun- 
quam peccare deſinerent ; If they ſhould neuer 
dye, they would neuer deſiſt from linne, - as 
appearcs in the praftiſe of theſe pretended re- 
penters : for, if God doe recouer them from 
their licke-beds, and take his hand off them, 
doethey goetheir wayes and linne nomore, 
Tohn 5.14 Nay,doe they not returne to their 
former bias; Cans ad vomitams, like Dogges 
to their vomit againe, and Swine to their wal» 
lowing ? infomuch that though the world ſay 
they are' mended, yet Chriſtians can ſee no 
amendement in them , but they keepe their

Thirdly, his exampleis (ingular, wee have 
no moelate repenters ſaued but hee. We haue 
him indeede (ſaith e-Lug»ſtine ) that we ſhould 
not defpaire, if wee dde deferre; and yet wee 
haue but onely him, him and no moe in the 
whole Scripture, that we ſhould notpreſume, 
You know his other feliow-theefe, that liued 
as hee did, dyed not as hee did, but impeni- 
tently, ſcoffingly, and deſperately : ſo haue all 
other obdurate wicked ones dyed, as we haue 
prouecd out of the Word. If then Sathan, and 

Nature perſwade thee ſtil] to live in ſinne,thou 
mailt repent at laſt , with the good Theefe, 
and ſo be faucd : thinkethat it is more proba- 
ble thou ſhalt dye impenitently, with the bad 
Theefc,if thou continue thy courſes, and ſo 
be damned, 

Thou knowelt, amongſt many Traytors, 

ehe King pardons ſome; but for one that is 


par- 
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pardoned, an hundred are deferuedly execu« 
ted : were itnotfolly toattempt treaſon vpon 
hope of pardon, becauſeſome oneis pardoned 
amongſt many ? but it is greater folly to liue 
impenitently till death, becauſe one Theefe 
was in that caſe ſaued, when as wee haue in- 
Ranced in Cain, Indas, Herod, cc.and an hun- 
dred moe, that as they liued in iniquitie, dyed 
in impenitence, and now are damned cter- 
nally, 

Therefore to conclude, let mee heate thy 
hearealicrle, andinflamethy affeRionstopre- 

re ſpeedily for ehy diſſolution : to take time 
Los theczitis bald behinde;to worke whilſt 
it is day, ere the night of death comes, harden 
not thy heart any longer, but to day heare his

Now the manner of this Preparation con-

The firſt whereof is Meditation : Iſemerts 
ewzor1,muſt be every mans Motto : a point that 
as the Scripture inioynes, fo the Saints haue 
praftiſed, and the Heathens have approued 
this'/principle, that T'o:a hominis vita, mortts 
meduatio, the whole life of a man ought to be 
the meditation of death : the beſt Schollers 
that cuer werein the Schoole of Chriftianitie, 
haue beene taken vp in this thought, Adam 
was no ſooner created, but God his Schoole- 
walter catechizcth him in this point of death: 
hee 
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hee cals him eAdam, rubra terra, red carth; 
hee caſts him into a ſleepe, the Image (nay, 
as the Cynicke cals it) the Brother of death : 
hee tels him, if hee linne, hee ſhall dye the 
death. When hee had linned, be fore-warncs 
him that hee ſhall returne to his duſt from 
which h-e came ; hee makes him garments 
of Beaſts skinnes, that had dyed for ſacrifice, 
to ſhew him that hee was moreall, like thoſe 
Beaſts whoſe skinnes hee wore: hee (ets him 
todig and tyll the Earth, to put him in minde 
both of the duſtie matter whereof hee vvas 
wade, andinto which hee andall] his poſteri- 
tic mul? be dillolued. Adam, it ſeemes, tooke 
out theſe Leſlons, and taught chem his Chil- 
dren; for though hee called his eldeſt Sonne 
Poſſeſſion, yet hee called his Brother e Abel, 
UVanitie,when htc had more experience of the 
vanitics of life, and life it (elfe, 

In this Meditation the Patriarkes were won- 
derouſlly taken vp,the very forme and fabricke 


of their Manſions,. not dwelling in ſciled . 


houſes, as wee doe (though they were both 
greater men and of greater meanes ) but in 
Tents and Tabernacles,luch as they vicin the 
warres, ready ypon all occalions to be remo«- 
ued(euenhike the Boothes.in Sturbbiſh-Faire) 
ſhew,that they did conſtantly ponder of their 
owne removals; nay, their congues expreſſed 


the abundant thoughts of their hearts in this 
kinde., 
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kinde, eAbrabam confeſt himſclfe but duff 
and aſhes, Gen. 18, 17, /acobacknowledgeth 
his life a Pilgrimage. Joſeph giues order for 
the buriall of his bones, Ger. 50. The grea- 
teſt purchaſcs which wee readethe Patriarkes 
made, or that euerthey (poke of, was onely a 
place to bury their dead in, Aeſes ſo thoughe 
of his mortalitic, that hee makes a Pſalme 
wherein he bothacknowledgeth mans frailtie, 
andinferres this Pctition pathetically,thatthe 
Fſal.g6.12+ Lord would teach him, and the 1fraclites, to 
number their dayes: which Palme the aunci. 
w ent Fathers vſcd in forme of a Praycr. Job 
' waites till his changing come, Job 10, 14.Da» 
F wid makes no other reckoning of himſelfe 
then of a Pilgrime, P/#/,12 0.3, and Peter ac- 
counts his continuance here, but his abode in 
a tabernacle; 2 Per. 1. 3, 
Oh that ſuch choughts did poſſeſle vs ?! 
they would make vs more fanuliar with Death, 
and it more welcome vnto vs; for, /acu/apre» 
wiſa, minus feriunt, Darts forc-ſcene doe the 
Jeſſe harme. Oh,how many linnes would they 
cut off, (as Hercules did the heads of Hydraz) 
which are the onely weakeners of our Faith, 
wounders of ourſoules, workers of our vyocs, 
and diſturbers of our dying peace. Therefore 
faith the Wiſe-man, Remember thy end, and 
thow ſhalt never doe amiſſe, For , as the Bird 
dire her (clfe by her taile Aying, and -

ſands of Gold and Siluet, BET es 

Sccondly, ir curbes the pompe and glory 
of the world : for what cares old Berzsas for 
gll che pleaſures of Davids Court, when the 
keepers of his houſe, his hands, cremble; his 
legs, theſe ſtrong men bowe themlclues;when 
his eyes, the windowes of his body , waxe 
darke; when his cares, the daughters of Mus 
licke, are abatcd; when the Graſhoppers, or 
bended ſhoulders,arc a burthenzand his tecth, 
the Grinders, ceaſe ? hee thinkes rather of rc» 
turning to Gilcad, and dying. in his owng

- Thirdly, it curbes pride 3 Q«4d ſaperbis 
prluzs & cins ? faith Bernard ; Oh, how can 
duſt and aſhes be proud ? medirario nortis, fc 
the meditation of death is the nayle of the' 
fleſh, which fixeth all the proud luſts thereof 
to the wood of the Crofle. What Peacotke 
can be proud when hee lookes at his blacke

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feete,the earth from whence heis,and whithet 
hcetends. Therefore cuzn amongſt the Hea- 
thens, ſaith {14 R odiginus, when their Em- 
perours were crowned, as a counter-poyſon 
againſt pride, they were carryed vnto the Se= 


- pulchers of dead men,and there it was derwan- 


ded of them, what one ſhould be made for 
them ; So (limachw reports of that good 
Baſil, that the very day wherein with greatioy 
and applauſe he was propounded DoRor and 
Paſtor to the people, as an Antidote againſt 
pride; hee made one to tell him thus, Pater, 
ſepulchram tuwm nondum eft perfeflum;Father, 
thy ſepulchet is not yet finiſhed. The like 
thoughts, amonglt others, « Hug»ſtine vſcd, 
when hee found himſclfe tickled with ſecret 
dride, with the applaufes of the people, for 
þis exquilite Sermons. 

Fourthly, it is a meancs offtemperancie, 
and areſtrainer of intemperancie, and a cur- 
ber of Carnalitic and Epicuriſme, Hence it 
was that the auncient Zgyptians,as Herodutus 
reports, in their Gemalia and Feaſts of great 
and Noble-men, there was the portraiture of 
a: dead man, in wood, which was round, like a 
Globe, had toeuery guelt to behold,with this 
Motfo writon it, /n hanc intuen;, pota & obles 
flatr, talis poſt mortews furwrus, 

Beholding this vſe merry glee, 

For as ths is, ſo thow ſhalt ber, 

Hence 
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Hence it is that ef»guſtne, as hee would 
hauca man alwayes to thinke vpon thele gu«- 
txor noniſſima, foure laſt things, Death, [udge- 
ment, Heauecn, Hell; fo chicfely in their Fe- 
ſtiuals and niectings, wherein Sathan chictely 
beguiles men, as hee did «Adam and Ene by 
eating. And ſure, among(t other things, this 
made that Cinicke Philoſopher ſo abſlinent, 
becauſe hee. was continually among(t tombes 


and Sepulchers : bur ſure the meditation of , 


their Tombes and Sepulchers, cauſed Pauls 
Symplex, Micaris. Pambo,and other Hermites 
in Hoſpinian, to be ſo abſtenuqus, eucn to 4 
maruell,if not to a miracle, [ wiſh the Tricon- 
£4, Bibery, and Heltogabuli, I meane the Epi» 
cures and Belly-gods, that cate and drinke til 
there be as litle Grace in their Soules, and 
Wir in their Pates, as their be Wines mn 
their Pots, that they would drinke out of an 
earthen vellell, with «Loathecles ; or looking 
vpon a Dcaths-head, as is the faſhion in ſome

Countryeszor that a dead mans $kull were pre- - 


ſented vnto them the firlt dith at their Table, 
asfie is in the Court of Preſter-/obn : or at leait, 
thatif che picture of Death which] haue ſcene 
in the botto:ne of ſome cups,will not, yet that 
the light of the dead creatures before them, 
might call ynto them as Phsips Boy to Phillip, 
Memento te efſe mortalem, Oh Epicunſh Gluts 
con,remember thou art mortall: or that chey 

Ee 2 would 
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would ponder the voyce which S. lerome al- 
waycs imagined , cuen when hee was cating 
and drinking , eAri/e yow dead, and come to 
Indgement, Perhaps theſe thuughts vvould 
make them put their kniues to their throatey 
as Sa/omen (peakes, and damme vpthe gulph 
of thcir inordinate appetites, 

Fiftly,this thought would worke in vs con= 
tentation in euery cltate, as it did it Job, who 
in the mid(t of his afflitions, comforts him- 
ſelfe with this confideration, Naked came 1 
onr of my mothers wembe, and nakrd ſhall I re- 
terre, The thovghr of this, that wee ſhall 
carrie nought away with vs but a Coffin, or a 
winding ſheete, ſhould keepe vs within com- 
paſſe of too eager purſuire in purchaling, or 
Impatiencicin parting with chis vynrighteous 
Mammon, 

Sixtly, this thobght of death is a notable 
meanes and (purre ofurther our Repentance: 
it will cauſe vs, if any thing, not onely with 
Ezekiar and Achitophel; to fet our houfes in 
order, but our hearts to : for, what fo haſt- 
ned the repentance of Ninivie as the belicfe 
and thought of /enas his Sermon; it was time 
for them to beftirre them(eltes , when they 
had but forty dayes to live. $o when Ehas 
tels Aheb that the Dogges hall eate him and 
Tezabel, hee makes ſome ſuperficial ſhew of 
repentance, ' Sothe third Companic of hitie, 
with 
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with cheir Captaine, that came by violenceta 
fetch Elias,when they ſaw the two other Cap« 
taines with their fifties, confumed with fire, 
they ſeeme to relent, and deals with the Proe 
phet by intreatie, 

If chen meditation of death haue ſuch force, 
both in the godly and wicked, both in Chris 
ſtians and Pagans,to incitero vertue,reſtrajne 
vice, curbe couerouſnetle, cure pride, bridle 
luſt, moderate murmuring, keepe in intems» 
perancie, procure repentance, cauſe mortifi- 
cation, and doe euery way (o corre a vicious 
life, and (o dire a happy death : (ince of all 
other Meditations this {trengthens the minde, 
us of all other mcates bread ſtrengthens the 
body : lince it is as needfull to a good life 
as wings for Birds, (ailes for Marriners, tailes 
for Fiſhes tolwimme, wheeles for Coaches to 
runne, as Climachins makes the compariſons + 
ſince you lee the holy Patriarkes, Abraham, 
Iacob, Icſeph, Iob, Moejes, Dania; nay, I may 


adde our Sa'tiour CHR1Is T(who was molt | 


frequent in diſcourſe with his Diſciples of his 
death, his Paſſion, his houre, his crucifying 
nay, even. then when hee was transfigured in 
glory, having two dead men with him, 2foſes 
and Ehas, and talking of his death when hee 
came from the Mount, ( as appeares in the 
Euangeliſts) did ſo oft thinke of death: lince 
the Saints after Chriſts death , eL»g»ſtive,

This 
makes ſuch an invadation of linne, as delights

ſhee will not harken to the voice of the Char- 
Mcr; lo the Lords Doues, that are as wiſe as 
Serpents, laying their eares to the earth, re« 
membring their mortalitic, will not be delu» 
ded with the charmes of his temptations: he 
knowes that his hoouke bayted with riches,will 
not be bit vpon if a man remember himſclfe, 
brenu incertig, hui ttenirs,, of this his ſhore 
and vucertaine iourney: hee knowes hee will 
not ſinne, that knowes after death hee ſhall in- 
herie Serpents and Wormes, For which cauſe 
when hee would haue vs to linne, hee hides 
the grieſly headof Death, caſting the ſcumme 
and miſt of ſome gcceiving pleaſure before 
our eyes, ( as they (ay Iuglers doein their 
trickes,) ſhewing vs onely linnes pleaſure, (as 
the Panther ſhewes his pleaſing ſpots to the 
Beaſts) to deceiue, hiding his head, that hee 
may deuoure vs.

- ence, &c. neucr heates the heart, nor comforts 
the conſcience, nor hath the anſwere of any 
ſound peace from God, Oh therefore labour 
fora Iuſtifying ſauing Faith, for a (ſpecial and 
an ajplying Faith;fuch as Px/ preachtto the 
conu ert laylor, Att: 16. 31, Phillip tothe bap- 
tized Eunuch, eA#:$. 35. ſuch a Faith as is 
cominended in the auncicnt Patriarkes and 
Primitive Worthics, Hcbrewes the cleauenth 
Chap ter; ſuch as CH &1sT commendcd in- 
the C enturion, at.s$.

Thus thou haſt the true preparatives in thy 
fickeneile in reſpet of God: they are the 
more worthy remembrance becauſe ſo few 
follow them; for alas, how many that haue li- 


ued long in the bolome of the Church, areſo 
farre 
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farre from renuing their: Faith and Reperj- 
tance, that when they lye licke and are draws 
ing totheir deaths, they mult be catechized 
(as Chriſt did Nicodermus, and Philip the Eu- 
nuch) cuen in.the maine doctrines of Faith 
and Repentance; like as ſome new conuerted 
Pagans were in the Primitive Church. There 
be few Miniſters acquainted vvith viſiting the 
ſicke, but they ſhall finde that men that have 
beene vnder the meanes, twentic, thirtie, or 
fortie yeeres; doe, at the end of all, beginne 
to inquire as the Iewes of Peter, «47: 2. and 
the Iaylor of Pes/, Ati 16, what they ſhould 
doe to be ſaued; not yet knowing the meanes 
and the way to faſuation : which argues the 
great ſecuritic of our age, and contempt of 
God:uh take thou heede betimes, vic all good 


| meanes before«hand, that thou mailt be able

in ſickeneſle, to put in praRtiſe theſe ſpirituall 
exerciſes of Repentance and Inuocation, 

The ſecond branch of the ſicke mans pre- 
paration concernes himlelfez and that cyther 
his ſoule or his body : for the ſoule, 

Firſt, the ſicke partic muſt arme himſelfe 
again(t the feare of death, and fecling of lick- 
nefſe. Death is very fearefull ro all men,cuen 
tothe godly, as one obſerucs well in Daxi4 
for all, who though hee were neyther daunted 
with Sau/s malice, nor the Philiſtines hatred, 
nor e-fbſolpx; Treaſon, nor eAchitophels trea- 
| chery, 
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chery, nor in grapling with a Lyon, nor in 
fighting with a Beare,nor incountring Gehab, 
yet when Death beganne to cloſe vvith bim, 
and lay holde on bim, then hee cryes out; Ob 
I] am troubled aboue m aſures Oh ſpare mee 6 
little, Pſal, 6.3. & 39.13, Therefore, thus 
incourage thy prelent feeling , and greater 
feare. 

Firſ}, that ſickneſlc, and fo death, is therod 
of a Father, not the whip of a Iudge, the cor- 
reQion, nut de{truction of a Sonne, Heb. 1 2.6. 

Secondly, lince it is the Lord, ſay with Er, 

L't him dee what ſeemes 001, 1 Sam 4.18 His 
will be done on mee, in mee, and by mee; on 
me, in fuffering; in me, by his grace working; 
by me, in obeying. 

Thirdly, Chritt thy high Prieſt and Inter» 
celTor is cuen touched witha fellowefeeling of 
all thine infirmiti:s, Heb.g.15. 

Fourthly, againſt deaths teare, 1. conſider Short ſat» 
the c{tatcof thy life, which life is but a vaniſh- nuures a- 
ing Vapour, /4mes 4.

uenly inſpired ſoule, Now lince death is the 
leauing of this body of linne, as eAugyſtine 
cals it ®: it is notto be elchewed, but imbra« 
ced, (aith Chriſeſteme<,Other incouragements 
I leauc totheir due places. 

The ſecond dutie which concernes the 
ſoule, is this; thou mult ſet in order thy ſoule, 
reconciling and recommending vnto God 
this deſolate darling of thine,after the manner 
aforeſaid: for, as the lickenelle of the body 
oft comes from the ſinne of the ſoule; ſo, the 
curing of the one, oft procures the health of 
che other: but if thy ſicknefle be to death, by 
this courſe : x. thou ſhale dye more quietly, 
2, more comfortably, z. give good example 
to thy vilitors, 4. lcauc a comfort to thy ſur» 
uiving Friends, 

Now, for the performance of theſe things 
the better,others ought to aſlilt thee,as others 
brought the licke of the PallietoCHr1sT, 
HMarke 2. Iames tels thee that the Elders of 
the Church mult be ſent for, aw, 5 .14.which 
Elders were not onely Apoſtles, but auncient 
men endued with the ſpirit of Prayer, and gift 
of Miracles; a gift which not onely many Pa- 
rents had, but cuen Chriſtian Souldiers, ſaith 
Tertuliicn, de corona mility, ©, ll, In thele 
tires S,/amer his rule ſtill holds:though then 


thoſe gifts ceaſe, yetmakethou choylſe of ſuch 
Chriſtians 
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Chriftians, as haue the ſpirit of Admonition, 
Exhorcation, Prayer, &c. for to their prayers 
for thee a bleſling is promiſed, James 5.15. 
their prayers, if they be feruent, may preuaile 
for the reſtoring of thy ſpirituall life, or cor- 
porall health,as the prayers of Elias, *Elizers, 41King.t7 


f Paxl, and ours Sauiour Chriſt, prevailed for 7 
whom they prayed; but chiefely,ſend forthy Ne” 
Miniſter, or ſome faichfull Preacher : for, hee * * 0 


will play the part of a ſpirituall Phyſitian ; 81-6. 11.14 
1, hee can vnrip thy vicers, ſearch thy ſores 10. Rea- 
better than thou thy (elfe, 2. ſet before thee ſons why 
thy linnes; 3. caſt thee downe by the Law; *** Reg 
4.raiſe thee vp by the Goſpell z 5. comfort, rareryry 
6, dire, 7. in{trutthee; 8. ſpeake a word to niſter, 
thee in due ſeaſon from God yg. be thy mouth 

to ſpeake, from thee, and for thee, to God; 

10, pronounce thy pardon on earth, vvhich 

ſhall be ratified in heauen, vpon tryall of thy 
Repentance, /ohn 29.23. The practiſe of the 

world and worldlings is condemnable in this 

caſe : for alas, inſtead of ſending for knowing 

and zcalous men, which could comfortthem 

with ſuch conſolations wherewith they them- 

{clues haue beene comforted, 2 Cor, 1.4.and 

in ſome meaſure reſtore them, Gal. 6, 1. they 

ſend for their carnall friends, entertaine and 
welcome profane men that cometo vilitthem; 

from whom they receiue as much comfort as 

Inaxs did of the Scribes and Phariſies, when 
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hee was in deſpayre, ar.27.3.4. Firſt,eyther 
they lay nothing to them (like bs friends, 
that were lilent (cauen dayes, lob 2,13.) andin 
lilencelookevpon them(like a Deere at gaze.) 
Secondly, or clfe they ſpeake to little or no 
purpole; ſaying to the licke partic, they are 
ſorry to ſee himin ſuch a cale,they would haue 
him take(that which themſclucs want)a good 
heart, and be of good courage and comfort, 
but wherein and by what mcancs, they cannot 
ecll. Others more vainely and profanely, that 
they doubt not but hee ſhall doe well enough, 
and recouer, and that they ſhall be merry and 
drinke and carouſe together, as they haue 
done before, &c, and they will pray for them 
if they will, when alas, all their prayers are no» 
thing elſe, but the Apoſtles Creede, or the 
tenne Commandements,andthe Lords Praycr 

vttered without Faith,Feeling, and Vnderſtan- 
dingz and this is the common comfort that 
licke men get of their neighbours andfriends, 
when they come to vilite them : alas, we may 

fay (as /ob of his friends ) miſerable comfor- 

ters be they all, 

Secondly, herein many men are alſo cul» 
pable, x. that they eyther ſend not for a Mini 
ſer at all; 2.orelſc for ſuch a one as is as good 
as none, a cloud without raine, a dry pit with- 
out water; ſuch a one as Wants the tongue of 
the learned,to ſpeake to him, or the _—_ of 
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the humble, to pray for him,vnleſle in ſaying 

( as they lay) ſome (et prayers; which good 

Sir /obwis as farre from truely praying,as the 

ſicke Patient is from profiting by them. Or 

thirdly, if they ſend for a Miniſter it is prepo+ 

Rerouſlly, when it is too late, in ſome maine 

exigent, when they ſee no vvay but one; Oh The Mini 

chen ſend for a Preacher, ſend for a Miniſter, hn 

as Pharavh in his deepe diltreſſes,knowing no þ.ofore the 

meanesof cualion, ſends for Aeſer, and lends Phyliian. 

for Aaron, Exod, 9.27, whom in his welfare 

hee both deſpiſed and deſpited. If Jawnes and 

lambres, Altronomers and Aſtrologers,could 

hauc helpt Pherach, Moſes and earn ſhould 

neuer haue beene ſought to,nor God by their 

meanes. If Phylitians and Galen: Art, Natures 

Simples (nay , with ſome, if Sorcerers, and 

white Witches and Sathans power ) or the 

| yertues of the waters, or ought elſe, could 

| | comfort their foules or curetheir bodies, the 
Preacher ſhould be vnſought to, or vnſent 

| for of many, that in their health hauc hated 

| him and his dctrine, as much as Ahab hated 

Afichay and his Miniſtery, z Kings 22, 8, Oh Ybid:fws 

what an vnequall courſe is this,that although 7heo{rgw, 

till help be had for the ſoule, and ſinne, which pow wu 

is the roote of lickenelle, be cured, Philicke 4 

to the body ſeldome auailes? (for which cauſe 

the Phylitian ſhould beginne where the Di- 

uine engs; ) yet vſually the Diuine beginnes 
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when the Pbyſitian makes an end ; nay, oft 
when life is making an end : the Phylitians 
are (ent for inthe beginning of ſicknelle, wee 
in the end of life, when a iman is halfe dead ; 
yea, when he lycs drawing on, and gaſping for 
breath, as though we were able then to worke 
Miracles, and recouer him, 

If I knew not theſe things by experience, 
if I had not beene preſent with ſome, of whole 
lickeneſlel neuer heard, till I came to the clo- 
ling vp of their dying eyes; if I had not ſpent 
much ſpirits with ſome that wereno more in» 
teliigent whatI prayed, or what I ſaid, then 
ſtockes and (tones, who for a good ſpace be- 
fore, in their (icknetTe, had ſtrength of Memo- 
ricandnaturall powers, I ſhould not now {o 
occalionedly haue giuen thee a caucat to pre- 
uent the like prepoſterous courſe, when God 
calts thee on thy licke-bed. 

Now followes ſuch dutics as concerne the 
body of the licke man : they aretwo; 1-viing, 
2. right viing the meanes. The meanes is, 
good and wholeſome Phylicke,which wemuſt 
clteeme as an ordinance of Godfor our reco« 
uery in this calc. For how eyer many (chiefely 
thevulgar and coinmon people) deſpiſe Phy- 
ſickeasa thing necdlcile and vnprofitableyha- 
uing from blindnetle and ignorance a preiu- 
dicate opinion of it, yet the Scriptures ap- 
proue it, fa, 9,13, the Saints of God haue 
practiſed 
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praiſed it, Exzekias by the Prophets pre- 
ſcription,applyecd to his boyle,a lumpe of dry 
Figges, 2 Kings 10, 7, which Figges, cucn 
Galen preſcribes as an ordinary medicine to 
{often and ripen tumours in the fleſh : there- 
fore the cure was not altogether miraculous, 
(as ſome thinke) but in part naturall. Belides, 
did not the Samaritane, Lvk: 10, 34, poure 
into the wounds of him that trauelled fromlTe- 
ruſalem to Iericho, Wine and Oyle: which Ya- 
leſins makes a right Phylicall practiſe; Wine 
ſcruing to clenſe the wound and eaſe the paine 
withinz Oyle to ſupple the fleſh, and allwage 
the paine without : to which kinde of curing 
it ſeemes Eſay hath relation, E/ay 1.6,Belides, 
as the phraſe is, as there isno ſore but there is 
a ſalue for it, ſo God hath giuen vnto ſome 
men, Art and Skill, how to apply the medici- 
nable vertues that arc in Beaſts, Birds, Fiſhes, 
Hearbes, Plants and Fruits, &c, to the cure of 
man : which who ſo negleAs, negleAs the 
meanes, and (o direAtly tempts God; in which 
reſpe& his death can neyther be (o comforta- 
ble, nor conſcionable, as if hee had ſubmitted 
himſclfeto this ordinance of God. Therefore 
ſince thou mailt viſe Phylicke lawfully and 
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that doe accept againſt the skill ot thoſe Phys 
licians that adminiſter to their Patients vpon 
the bare infpeR of their Vrine, without fur- 
ther knowledge of their eſtates; affirming this 
wdging by the vrine to be very deceitfull,lince 
the watcr of him chat bath the Pluriſie,or the 
Inflamartons of the Lungs,or the Squinancie, 
as alſo of himthat hath a quartan, or any in- 
termitting Feaucr (chietely if they hauc kept 
a good dyet from the beginning) lookes, for 
ſubſtance and colour, as the water of a vvhole 
man.Others take aiſo exception againſt choſe 
which will adminiſter no Phylicke, nor vſe 
Phicboromic,without the direQtion of iudicrall 
Altrologie, a ſuppoſed Art, in w hich there is 
much ſuperſtition, little certaineric?, whereas 
ic is ehought that it is a farr= better courle to 
conlider the matter of the diſealc,with the dife 
potition and ripening of it,as alſo the courſes, 
and Svmpromes,and Criſis of it, then to mi- 
niſter Purgations,and let bloud.no otherwaies 
then they are counſelled by the conſtitutions 
of ch2 Strarres. But 1 meddle not with their 
Myſteries; ſee but with others cies in this caſe; 
I know the Cobler is not to goe beyond his 
lalt, onely make thou choylſe of a meere Phy. 
ſitian for thy health, as thou art carcfull of « 
good Lav yer for thine eſtate, and of a good 
Divine for thy foule. Meddle not with Ems 
perickes, Quacklaluers, Women m—_ 
an 
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and the hke, who ufc doc more harme then 
good, 


Now, in the third place, vſe this meanes of Whatto 


Phylicke conſcionably: 1. Letit be ſanified 
ynto thee ( as thy meate and thy drinke ) by 
the Word of GolfShd Prayer, 1 Twn, 4. 3. 
Commend it to Gods bleſling for reſtoring of 
thy health, if it be the will of God, 2. Hum- 
ble thy ſoule, that God may heale thy body. 
3. Pcrſwade thy (elfe that it can neyther pre» 
uent olde age nor death, but ſtill prepare thy 
ſelfe for thy departure, 4. Relic not onely 
ypon the meancs, but waite Gods leafure in 
bleſling the meanes, 5.1f thou recouer, be 
thankefull ro God : a dutie much negleRed 
(as it was of Ezekic,as alſo uf the nine clenled 
Lepers in the Goſpel!) ſo of many in our daics, 
for which the Lord is angry cucn as hee vvas 
vvith them, 2 Chron. 32,24 25, Luke 17.17, 
vvherein they are more vnthankefull vnto 
God then the Epheſians were to Eſcalapire, 
that writ in Tablcs all the cures done by Phy- 
ſicke, and hung it vp in Dinas Temple, 
where Hipocrater found it. 

Thus thou haſt thedutie to be performed 
in lickeneſſe both inreſpe& of thy ſoule and 
body, for the furtherance of thy peaceable 
departure, 

I ſhuuld now conclude, but that the curſed 
cultome of the world cals mee in conſcience 
co 
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to condemne the praiſe of thoſe, that con= 
trary to theſe preſcriptions, from the Word, 
in their {ickneſle,ſecke for help from Sathan, 
(as :Avazia that ſent to Baalzebub the God 
of Ekron) and that cyther dire&ly,or ſecon» 
darily, when they runne to Coniurers,)South- 
ſayers, Charmers, Inchanters, Witches, Wt 
zards, Wiſe-men,and Wiſe-women,(asthe vn- 
wile deluded Country-people call them ) who 
are in farre more reſpe& with the common 
people (and ſome great ones too) and more 
ſought after, then eyther God is ſought to by 
prayer, or the Phylitians for Phylicke: for, if 
any of theſe ſimple ſoules be in any extremi- 
tic, by ſickneſlc or diſcaſes, or their Wiues, 
Children,&c.cuen as they doe alſo(like bealts) 
for their bealts and Cattell : ſuch a Wiſe-man, 
ſuch a Wiſe-woman, ſuch an old Hag, ſuch a 
white Witch, ſuch a ſhee-Diuell mult be ſent 
to. Alas, what is this, but to runne from the 
God of Iſrael tothe God of Ekron, from Sa- 
mucl in Ramoth, tothe Witch at Endor,from 
the Riuers of Samaria to the Waters of Da- 
maſcus, from the living to the dead , from 
God to the Diuell 2 What is this but to fall 
downe and worſhip the Diuell, to ſacrifice to 
him with the poore Virginians, and the Hea- 

th-nith Sauages? Oh Athciſticall Sots,is there 

not a God in Iſrael ? | 
Therefere take thou heede of this curled 
courle 
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courſe, and Satanicall praQtiſcin thy licknelle : 
for alas, to runne a whoring after ſuch, isnot 
the way to cure thee, but to kill thee; for this 
haynous ſinne vſually prouokes the Lord to 
plague the praQtiſers of it, even with death it 
ſelfe, as the Lord himſelfe threatens, that hee 
vvill purpolely ſer bis face 471mnft theſe that 
worke with Spirits, &c.yea,and that he will cue 
them "ff to from among it his people, Lewit.20,6, 
So the Lord verified this threat in e tha: 
for, becauſe hee did ſecke to Baal/z:bxb, and 
not to the God of Iſraell, in his licknetTe,God 
ſends Elias direRtly to tell him, that for that 
cauſe, hee ſhould not come downe from his 
bed, but ſhould dye the death, as indeede hee 
did, 1 Kings 1.6, So San! was (lainenotwith- 
ſtanding that he went tothe Witch at Endor, 
1 Sam.31, 

Oh that our common people would reade 
and remember this, that in (tead of getting 
helpe by ſuch Satanicall meanes as thy vle, 
they prouoke the Lord { as Pasl tels the Co- 
rinthians in another caſe, of receiuing the Sa« 
crament vnworthily, x Cor. 11,:29. 3o.)) to 
plague them eyther with further diſcafes, or 
elſe with death it (elfe, as hee did Saw! and 
eAhaza, 

Secondly,ſuppoſethou ſhouldeſt get help, 
it is by the Diuels meanes, and who vvould 
gocto ſuch a filthy Phyſician ? 

Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, if by this meanes thou be relie. 
ued, thy ſoule is a thouſand times more pre- 
iudiced; the curc of thy body is che curſe of 
thy ſoule ; thou procures the health of the 
one by the lickneile of the other; (o thy ſalue 
is worſe then thy (ore; therefore when Sathan 
and his Inſtruments can helpe chy health, ſo 
much as Superſtition and Idolatrie in ſeeking 
to them, hinders thy ſaluation, then I ſhall 
ſay to thee ( as Elizers to Naarman ( Goe in 
p<«ce, even tothe houſe of R immon, 

Others there be that vſe other meanes, 
which haue no warrant : of which kinde are 
thoſe that vic any manner of Charmes or 
Spels,or that hang about their neckes Chara- 
Rers and Figures, eyther in Paper, Wood,or 
Waxe,&c.which arcall vaine and ſuperſtitious, 
becauſe neyther by creation, nor by any ordi- 
nance in Gods word they haue any power to 
cure diſeaſes : for, words doe onely lignifie, 
Figures can bue onely repreſent, 

Indeede I confelle, there are ſome things 
that haue ſome vertue in them, being hung 
about the necke, as white * Peonic in this 
kinde, is good againſt the Falling-lickeneſlez 
and Wolfes-dung, tycd to the body, is good 

againſt the Collicke; ſo there are many the 
like, which haue not their operation by In» 
chantment, but from an inward vyertue : but 
all Amulets and Ligatures, &c, which worke 
not 
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not by ſome virtuall contra, mult needes 
bauc their power from the Divuell, 

The laſt dutie which muſt be done in ſick- 
neſle, is relatiue,concerning others : of which 
briefely, euen as wee haue ſpoke of thoſe that 
concerne God and our felues. Others I call 
eyther our Enemics or our Friends : thoſe 
without vs, or our owne Families, 

Firſt, to thy enemie thou mult be reconci- 
led; forgiue him, and deſire to be forgiuen of 
him : thou art now about not to offer a 
Lambe or a Bullocke, as in the Leuiticall law, 
but thy (elfe, thy body, thy ſoule a ſacrifice 
to G © D, Rem,12,1, Oh then firſt berecon- 
ciled to thy God ere thou offer thy gift, 
Mat.5.23, Now, it the party whom thou haſt

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very Law that is writ within vs doth preſſe 
and vrge it, 

The practiſe of the world is againſt both 
theſe rules : for alas,are there not many whoſe 
malice is {like coales of Tuniper ) vnquench- 
able ? Thethrowing of duſt amongſt buzzing 
Bees; makes them quiet; but the ſummons to 
their duſt, cauſeth not ſome to leaue their 
waſpiſhnelle: they carry wrath boyling with- 
in their breaſts, as in a Furnace, euen to To- 
pher, the fre and Furnace of Hell; never pur- 
pouling to forget nor forgiue; nay,wiſhing!that 
their very ſpirits could rorture and torment 
their enemies after cheir diſſolution, And for 
reſtirution, how few be there that once dreame' 
of it, much lelle determine it? in which caſe 
they come farre ſhort of «das, who at his de- 
ſperate death would reſtore thoſe thirtie pie- 
ces which hee got in life with the price of 
bloud, I14:.27.4.7. In whichthoſe men doe 
not onely prejudice their owne foules , but 
their Children alſo and polteritie, cuen in 
earthly things, in leauing to them riches 
wrongfully got, which bring deſeruedly the 
curſe of God vpon all the reſt of that eſtate 
which they bequeath vnto them z according 
to the phraſe :

The Magiſtrate,after the example of Moſer, 
Toſpna,and Damii,mult prouide for the godly 
and peaccable c(tate of that Towne, Citie, or 
Common-wealth, ouer which heeis ſer, that 
pure Religion may be maintained, outward 
Peace eſtabliſhed, ciuill Iultice cxecuted,&c, 

The Miniſter, as much as he can, when he 
is in dying, mult caſt to provide for the con- 
tinuance of the good eſtate of that Flocke, 
ouer which the holy Ghoſt hath made him 
Quer-ſecr, Thus our Sauiour himlelfe, the 
chiefe Shepheard, had a care of his Flocke, 
ere hee left them, hee moderates the mour- 
ning of the Daughters of leruſalem; giues 
Commitſhonto his Diſciples toteach all Na 
tions, at, 28, 19, comforts them with the 
promiſed Comforter, /obn 16, 7, Thus Peter 
endeuoured, that thoſe to whom hee writ and 
preached, ſhould haue remembrance of what 
hee taught them, euen after his departure, 
x Peter 1.15. If Peters pretended Succeſlors 
ſtood not ſo much on their perſonall ſuccel- 


lion, as they ſhouldinthe right of ſuccefſion,
